And the real issue is the international dilemma: for or against 


the Marshall Plan. 

It’s a good thing that the Mar- 
Shall Plan should be the main is- 
sue. 


The Italians have everything to) 


gain if they become ever more ac- 
customed to the idea that in a 
world which is daily becoming 
smaller, purely national problems 
at last are completely disappear- 
ing and that our problems—prac- 
tically all our problems—are noth- 
ing more than aspects of Euro- 
pean or world problems. 

At the close of 1947 and the 
beginning of 1948, Italian foreign 
policy was still tied down to the 
doubts, pains and abyss of a de- 
feated ration. 

We nave made great progress 
in 15 or 16 months. The first 
moves require a spirit of self-sac- 
rifice. 

‘Italy was the first nation to ac- 
cept participation in the Marshall 
Plan. Some day Italians will be 
proud that we accepted first. 

Italians have many noble qual- 
ities. A few have a defect which 
perhaps is the residue of old serv- 
itude; they try to be cunning and 
crafty and they ask, “Why is 
America spending so much on Eu- 
rope and especially Italy? Is it 
because they want to dominate 
them?” 

I reply: 

It is strange that these crafty 
individuals do not see that if the 
United States had in mind a Eu- 
ropean hegemony they would have 
had to act in a diametrically op- 
posite direction. 

Namely, they would have given 
private loans to individual na- 
tions, exploiting jealousies  be- 
tween nations and thus prevent- 
ing formation of a family of na- 
tions on whose prosperity will de- 
pend their independence. 

The danger is not that America 
will establish a hegemony over 
Europe, but that Americans will 
tire of repeated insinuations and 
return to _ isolationism—which 
would mean disaster for Europe 
on this side of and behind the 
“Tron Curtain.” 

It should be self-evident—and it 
is—that Americans have assumed 
the tremendous Marshall 
burden because they have under- 
that European reconstruc- 
tion means a guarantee of peace.

Auburn’ll Be There Pitching 
--But They're Just Building 


By HARRY J. MEHRE 


Auburn, starting a new football regime in 
1948, has just finished six weeks of hard train- 
ing and word from the “Loveliest Village’ as- 
sures One and all of the Auburn alumni and her 
followers that their new head coach, Earl Brown, 
may lose some games next year, bute] guaran- 
tee you that the losses will not be due to over- 
confidence on the part of the coaching staff. 


Coach Brown, a former Notre Dame star, is 
a@ realist and is tackling his new job realizing 
that a solid foundation has to be built before the 
Tiger from the Plains can have his teeth sharp 
enough to tear into a tough Southeastern Confer- 
ence schedule. No football powerhouse has 
been built in one year. Auburn does have the 
football heritage and the background. This is 
really something on which to build but again 
anything worth while takes time and patience to 
build. 


I think Coach Brown’s first and most impor- 
tant decision was the question and status of 
Travis Tidwell, Auburn’s freshman sensation 
of 1946 and a victim of a baseball injury in 1947. 

All of Auburn’s 1947 hopes and aspirations 
were placed on the shoulders of a crippled boy 
who was a pathetic figure as he limped on and 
off the field during the 1947 gridiron campaign 
of the Tigers. 


Tidwell’s playing in the Auburn lineup in 
1947 was not fair to the boy nor to the Auburn 
team. Football is a hard; rough game and de- 
mands that the player be as near 100 percent 
physically perfect as possible. The Tidwell of 
1947 was just about 25 percent of the Tidwell 
in first-class physical condition. Tidwell played 
only on his courage, surely not on two good 
legs. In football courage will carry an _ indi- 
vidual a long way towards victory but even cour- 
age must have some help from the more tan- 
gible physical side of man. 

The 1948 Auburn team its being built with- 
out any hope of Tidwell being in good enough 
physical condition to play the fine type of foot- 
ball he is capable of playing. Tidwell’s leg is 
due to be in a cast for at least seven more 
weeks. It will be another three months before 
his ankle has regained enough strength for him 
to really move about. 

Then, too, Tidwell has not practiced one min- 
ute of football this Spring and Auburn is in- 
stalling an entirely new system and style of 
football. 

I think Coach Brown is doing the wise thing 
in not counting on his potentially great back- 
field star until 1949. Any more optimistic atti- 
tude on the status of Travis Tidwell would be 
sheer optimism, and here I quote Coach Brown:

More gloom from Alabama Poly says that 
John Liptak, Bull Cochran, Harold Lannom and 
possibly Ray Williams will not play any more 
football for Auburn. These boys all were count- 
ed on to help Coach Brown in his rebuilding pro 
gram, but for one reason or another 
out of school. Of course the freshman rule is 
in effect in the Conference for the 1948 season, 
so the Auburn team this year will be about the 
same physically as the one a year ago. 

That is not too pleasant an outlook because 
the Auburn team that I saw in action last year 
was not overstocked with ability, speed or fire. 

Still Auburn is Auburn, and no school in the 
Conference has a more loyal and epthusiastic stu- 
dent body and alumni. Coach Brown was se 
lected to lead the Tigers from the football depths 
by no less a personage than the Honorable Wil- 
bur Hutsell, Athletic Director of Auburn. Wilbur 
has been in these parts a long, long time and in- 
terviewed scores of coaches before he decided 
on Earl Brown. My vote goes along with Wilbur 
Hutsell’s, that he has selected a competent man 
for the fob. 

Coach Brown has been received enthusias 
tically by players, student body and alumni. The 
spirit is high and despite the gloomy outlook a 
spirit of optimism runs through the minds of 
all Auburnites. All Auburn feels that the Tiger 
is back on the track again and ready to make 
some progress toward the top. 

Let’s stop here and give a couple of loud 
WAR EAGLES. | 

Auburn has a most difficult Conference scheé 
ule: Georgia, Georgia Tech, Mississippi State, 
Tulane, in fact, almost all the big boys. The 
Tigers will not be quite ready for this tough @ 
menu in 1948. The team will have size but as I 
see it, there will not be enough all-around team 
speéd. The backfield will lack a Fancy Dan 
who might break up a ball game any minute, I 
am afraid that Auburn will have to earn its 
points next year—the hard way. 

Coach Brown’s offensive ideas for his first 
Auburn eleven will stem mainly from the basie 
Notre Dame formation. Auburn, under Chet 
Wynne and later Jack Meagher, both former 
Notre Damers, did well using the Notre Dame 
style of attack. I imagine a few T plays will be 
used along with Coach Brown’s own interpreta- 
tion of the Notre Dame style of attack. 

Regardless of the won or lost record of the 
1948 Auburn squad, I feel positive that Coach 
Brown will field a team with spirit, determina- 
tion and a will to win backed by hours of drill- 
ing in the basic fundamentals of the game of 
football.

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The Stake in Italy Today 


The Italian, people today will accept 
Communism and join forces with the So- 
viet or they will reject it and cast their lot 
with America and the West. 

Their vote will determine to a large 
extent whether Russia will be enabled 
to continue expansion without open ag- 
gression. The elections, in fact, primarily 
will be a test of the prestige of the United 
States and, secondarily, a test of the pres- 
tige of all the combined forces of the West 
that are in opposition to the totalitarian 
doctrines of Communism. 

The Italians are our former enemies. 
For more than a score of years under Be- 
nito Mussolini they were’not among the 
free peoples of the world and knew not 
the meaning of a free election. It is an 
ironic twist of events that today places 
them in a position to be in effect our bene- 
factor by abjuring Communism, or of 
again becoming our technical enemy by 
embracing it. 

This nation has thrown almost the last 
iota of its influence into the’ Italian cam- 
paign. So, for that matter, has Soviet 
Russia. The campaign has been, in fact, 
a struggle between two titans with the 
average Italian completely bewildered by 
his sudden and utterly new role of inter- 
national political importance. 

There is every pre-election indication 


that the de Gasperi forces will win and 
Communism go down to defeat, as it usual- 
ly does when people are free to express 
a choice. But if the Communists get as 
much as one-third of the votes there may 
be trouble, for they then will demand 
representation and de Gasperi has vowed 
he will have no Communists in his gov- 
ernment. 

Russia is known to have sent arms 
to Italy by the shipload—at least one ship- 
load was intercepted by Italian authori- 
ties. This, coupled with the Soviet refusal 
to discuss return of Trieste—which meant 
added loss of popularity among Italians— 
may indicate that Russia does not expect 
to win the election but perhaps intends 
to gain control of the government regard- 
less of their outcome. 

The eyes of the world are on Italy to- 
day because the import of the elections 
far transcends the importance of that coun- 
try itself. If Communism wins or if, sub- 
sequent to the elections, it is able to push 
into the government, then France will be- 
come a next logical target; Greece and 
Turkey will be extremely vulnerable; 
Iran and her rich oil resources may be 
forced to capitulate and Norway and Swe- 
den will be unsafe. As important as is the 
freedom of the Italian people, a great deal 
more than that is at stake today. 


Enough Political Litigation 


Georgia has had enough litigation in- 
volving political issues. 


The Democratic factions have been be- 
fore the State Supreme Court twice with- 
in a year. Republican factions went to 
the High Court in 1944 and are in court 
again this week. 


Now comes a rumor that some un- 
known person will challenge Atty. Gen. 
Eugene Cook’s ruling on the Soldier Vote 
Act. Both major factions of the Demo- 
cratic Party have accepted the ruling that 
the Act no longer is effective and a late 


primary accordingly has been set. 

No good for the State can be accom- 
plished by such conniving to eliminate 
Democratic candidates by challenging the 
Attorney General’s ruling after the dead- 
line has passed for qualifying under the 
Soldier Vote Law.

Out of Debt---Let's Keep It So 


A voice too frequently ignored, espe- 
cially in campaign years, is that of State 
Auditor B. E. Thrasher, Jr. 

Mr. Thrasher sits in his little office in 
an out-of-the-way corner of the Capitol 
basement and watches the fiscal operation 
of the State Government. He has done so 
for many years and unless, as is not alto- 
gether improbable, the voters of Georgia 
one day elect a Governor completely in- 
sane, he will continue to do so until the 
day he dies or has enough. Mr. Thrasher 
is that good. 

Mr. Thrasher is probably the most capa- 
ble career man in State Government, be- 
ing a student of it as well as having long 
experience therein. And he possesses an in- 
sight into the operation of Georgia’s gov- 
ernmental functions unwarped by partisan 
politics. 

Thus, when Mr. Thrasher warns, as he 
has twice recently, that the icing is off the 
tax revenue cake, even the most promising 


campaigner had best start studying the 
budget. 

State expenditures are at an all-time 
high. The budget commission has author- 
ized the spending of $101,000,000 in the 
fiscal year ending June 30. If income con- 
tinues at the present pace, this much will 
be raised and the State will remain out of 
debt. But if the tightening economy re- 
sults in falling collections, there will be a 
deficit. Hence, Mr. Thrasher’s concern. 

A great many former Governors claim 
credit for the momentous job of paying 
Georgia out of debt. But, in the opinion of 
those who know, it is B. E. Thrasher, Jr., 
more than any other single person, who 
struggled the longest—and most intelli- 
gently—to bring the State back to sol- 
vency. 

For their own sake as well as Mr. 
Thrasher’s peace of mind, we trust the 
taxpayers—and voters—will insist it be 
kept that way.

No longer does a little college run out of 
money and come trotting to the Governor for 
an emergency grant to keep from shutting its 
doors. Healy works out a budget with the col- 
leges, and holds them to it so they will not over- 
spend on some items and then run short of 
money to keep the school’s doors open. A true 
financier, he holds a little money in the kitty 
for unforeseen emergencies, no matter how short 
the University System’s allocations are. 


For instance, the other day he told the State 
Budget Bureau the University System had to 
have $6,000,000 for operations for the next fis- 
cal year. as compared with $3,400,000 in the 
present year. Acting Gov. Thompson made 
$5,000,000 available. Although shy $1,000,000 
of the request, Healy didn’t allot the $5,000,000 
te the hilt. He held back $225,000 for emer- 
gencies. 


The University System now has its colleges 
divide operation costs between instruction 
and room and board for students. Each pays 
its own way. No logger is it possible for stu- 
dents to be overcharged for room and board in 
order to pay teachers’ salaries—or, on the 
other hand, for the tuition fees of non-boarding 
students or taxes of citizens to be used to pay 
the room and board of the boarding students. 

The benefit of such a finance plan touches 
the public directly in this manner: It trims 
waste in some institutions, and thereby assures 
a student of getting a full dollar’s worth of 
education for each dollar spent. Since the fi- 
nances of all institutions are centralized under 
the one budget director. the student of one in- 
stitution has the same chance of getting as much 
for his money as the student of another institu- 
tion.

Even the Russians Are in the Dark 


WASHINGTON—In Trenton, N. J., is a warehouse of big packing cases with Russian writing 


on ‘em.

“Bu-bu-but, look,” stuttered Rep. Ross Rizley, 
of Oklahoma, handing him a stack of photo- 
graphs of the boxes stored in Trenton. 

“What's in ’em?” demanded Baker. 

Well, sir, said Rizley, Chairman of the War 
Investigating Committee, he’d sent his inves- 
tigators to Trenton to find out. They asked the 
WAA’s regional director what was inside those 
boxes (which had been sitting there for four 
years). He had no idea. 


“I doubt whether anybody knows what’s 
in ’em,” Rizley lamented. And this, I think, 
makes a fine, confusing intraduction to a 
dispatch about another of our Uncle Sam- 
uel’s fliers into international big business. 
At the moment, nobody knows nothing 
from nothing, including the Russians. 


They bought from us four complete oil re- 
fineries, plus two spares and some other ma- 
ehinery, for. $233,000,000. On tick, of course. They 
promised to start paying in 1954. 

So our State Department began shipping 
eases of refinery equipment to Russia and had 
sent most of the stuff across, when Congress 
decided the Ruskies would get no more machin- 
ery from us. The State Department turned what 
was left—about $17,000,000 worth—over to the 
WAA as surplus property. 

And there were the Russians with oil re- 
fineries complete, except for the pieces which 
would make ’em work. They said they wouldn’t 
pay until they got the missing parts. For what 
good is a three-wheeled automobile? 

The inventors who held the patents on the 
refineries demanded their royalties. The Rus- 
sians wouldn’t pay those, either. So Uncle Sam 
dug down. Rizley figures the payments to the 

aa yee ae eumeennne 


patent holders total about $9,000,000; the Bureau 
of Federal Supply says it has forked over to 
the inventors only $1,356,000 and it’s trying to 
get some of that back. 

And that leaves the WAA with the $17,000,- 
000 worth of machinery, mostly from the oil re- 
fineries, packed in 20,000 export cases in 30 cities 
from one coast to the other. What it’s trying 
to figure out now is where it’s got what, so it 
can sell the stuff to American oil refiners. They 
all have their tongues hanging, out. 

“It might cost $10,000,000 to assemble all the 
material in one place,” Baker estimated. He said 
it would cost a pretty penny even to open the 
boxes—not including the mysterious ones at 
Trenton—and see what’s in ’em. 

“And we haven't even got enough money to 
wipe off the Russian markings from the pack- 
ing cases,” he said. 

When, demanded Rizley, did we figure on 
putting the machinery on s@le in this country?

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A Memorial to Britain's Friend 


, LONDON—Three years ago I stood in the sunshine at Warm Springs, Ga., 
watching the funeral cortege come slowly down the hill toward the village rail- 
way station and saw the train draw silently away carrying the body of the late 


President. 


Monday, on the third anniversary of Mr. Roosevelt’s death, I saw a 


) eae statue to his memory unveiled in Grosvenor Square, London, by his widow. It 
was a simple, beautiful and infinitely touching ceremony. 


There was sunshine again, one of London's 
all too few perfect days, and many Ameri- 
eans there probably recalled the President’s re- 
mark about being always fucky in regard to 
weather. As we approached the square, great 
crowds hac already collected in the streets, 
mounted policemen stood by directing traffic 
and the entire square was bright with window 
boxes, flags and draped bunting. From the roof 
tops and upper floor windows, people were lean- 
ing forward to see and photograph the proceed- 
ings. The “Eisenhower Platz” that the Gls 
knew so well has been transformed from war 
te peace; tanks and jeeps have given way to flow- 
ers and shady walks. 

Cameramen were already making pictures of 
the memoria! decorated by a veritable forest 
of United States flags and with fountains at 
either end: now ‘they turned their lenses to- 
wards the early arrivals: Dr. Fisher, the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, Prime Minister Attlee, 
Sir Stafford Cripps and the American Ambassa- 
dor, Mr. Douglas. 


The draped statue ‘standing in the center 
ef the northern side of the square was flanked 
by a band of Royal Marines and an honorary 
guard of U. S. Marines. Soon other distin- 
guished guests began arriving, walking slowly 
te the royal dais: Mr. and Mrs. Chuter Ede, 
Viscount Greenwood (now Chairman of the 
Pilgrims’ Society who are responsible for the 
erection of the statue), Sir Harry Brittain, 

' Mr. and Mrs. Churchill—he looking worn and 
slightly stooped, feeling, as everyone did 
(though perhaps more keenly than most) both 
the sadness and pleasure of the occasion. 


The Duke and Duchess of Gloucester took 
their seats, followed by the Duchess of Kent, 
wearing pale pink coat and hat, and accompanied 
by her three children; then came Queen Mary, 
regal in a new lilac-colored hat and coat, and 
accompanied bythe’ Lord Chancellor, Lord Jow- 
itt. Mrs. Roosevelt was next, in black, every 
inch a great lady and a great woman. Then 
the royal standard was unfurled and slowly the 
royal party came, the King and Queen, she in 
a charming monotone outfit of gray; Princess 
Margaret, wearing a beige beaver-trimmed coat 
and hat, and the Princess Elizabeth in her “going 
away” costume of blue, with the Duke of Edin- 


The ceremony was not long, but no American 
who saw and heard it will ever forget the full- 
hearted feeling of warmth that came on this 
April morning from witnessing one great nation 
paying honor to the great leader of another. 

The King looked quite small walking beside 


the tall’ woman in black up to the base of the 
statue that was draped in Union Jacks. It was 
a sad duty but a proud one, top, for her to pull 
the silver cord exposing that green bronze fig- 
ure. 


There before the King and Mrs. Roosevelt 
stood “Britain’s best friend,” the husband of 
the lonely widow, and one of America’s great- 
est men. In his right hand he holds a cane 
upon which he leans slightly; his left rests 
lightly upon his breast; there is a cape flung 
across his shoulders, and although it seems 
strange to see him standing, the figure is un- 
mistakably Franklin Delano Roosevelt. His. 
face is grave, as befits a wartime leader, and 
it is a noble face. 


After Mr. Lewis Douglas, the Ambassador, 
had replied to the King’s address and the Battle 
Hymn of the Republie had been sung, the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury in his white and scarlet 
robes pronounced the benediction from the base 
of the memorial. 


Beside me in the press stand reporters looked 
up from their notebooks and relaxed. “I haven't 
seen so many top hats and frock coats since be- 
fore the war,” said one, looking about at the 
members of the Pilgrims’ Society, the Cabinet 
Ministers and the majority of thevother men. 
There was one outstanding exception:_Mr. Aneu- 
rin Bevan, the Minister of Health and author 
of the bitterly controversial Health Act, was 
sauntering around in an ordinary business suit. 

“Impudent fellow,” went on’ the unofficial 
commentator beside me. “And look at Mr. 
Churchill talking to Morrison—as usual. Those 
two will get together one of these days. In two 
years we'll have a coalition government.” 

On this perfect Spring day it seemed quite 
possible. There was a new spirit of peace pre- 
siding over the park upon which John Adams 
had looked long ago, and Walter Hines Page, 
John Winant, and thousands upon thousands of 
American soldiers during various times of 
trouble. “The nerve center of America’s pro- 
digious war effort,” the King had called the 
square in his speech. But now it is a shrine dedi- 
cated to friendship and to peace. To two persons 
especially, Mr. Winston Churchill and Mrs. 
Roosevelt, there was, of course, a far greater 
personal significance; and to all the Americans 
gathered there in the oolorful splendor of the 
occasion, one thought must have arisen: “This 
time the British have certainly not been given 
to understatement. No country could more splen- 
didly have expressed its gratitude.”

HE name Esther is the Persian 

translation of Hadassah, “Myrtle.” 

The Book of Esther in the Bible 
econtains the story of Hadassah, the 
daughter of Abihail, who was the son 
of Shimei, who was the son of Kish, 
a Benjamite.

She became the wife of King 
Ahasuerus, better known to us per- 
haps by his Persian name, Xerxes. 
In character she was a combination 
of Miriam and Judith. 

She had to deal not only with the 


childishly despotic and capricious 
Ahasuerus, but with the determined 
Haman, his prime minister, who hated 
all Jews. He hated especially Mor- 
decai, Esther’s cousin, who had 
adopted her after the death of her 
parents, 

Like King Ahasuerus and all 
spoiled children intoxicated with 
power, Haman was not very bright. 

Mordecai, who occupied a minor 
position at the gates of the royal 
court, made no secret of the fact that 
he was a Jew. When Haman passed, 
the palace guard saluted him, but 
Mordecai refused to. 

Haman determined that Mordecai 
should die, and all the other Jews 
with him. 

Hé obtained permission of Aha- 
suerus to ordér a general massacre, 
fixing the date several weeks ahead 
to give the royal couriers time to 
reach all parts of the empire. 

Though Mordecai had not con- 
cealed his race, and though Esther 
was brought up in his house, it. did 
not occur to Haman that she was a 
Jewess. 

Both Mordecai and Esther won the 
favor of Ahasuerus in unexpected 
ways. “Two chamberlains-of the pal- 
ace plotted to assassinate the King. 
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The Outraged King Listened as Esther 
Pointed to Haman as the Man Re- 
sponsible for the Proposed Massacre— 
Thus Saving Her People From Destruction. 


Their plan was discovered by Mor- 
decai. 

He was no particular friend of 
the Persian monarch who held the 
Jews in captivity, but, since he did 
not approve of assassination, he 
warned Ahasuerus and saved his life. 

Ahasuerus told his secretary to 
make a note of the service in the 
state records. ‘Then he forgot the 
incident. 

The Queen at that time was 
Vashti. Ahasuerus gave a dinner 
party which, even allowing for exag- 
geration, must have been quite an 
affair. 

He invited aJjl the princes and 
nobles of his 127 provinces. ‘The ban 
quet lasted 188 days, or six months. 

Immediately afterward the King 
gave another dinner which lasted only 
a week, and Vashti entertained the 
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ladies in a separate room. 

At the end of the week the King, 
royally exhilarated, ordered his wife 
to come in and let the men have a 
look at her. 

He may have wanted her to make 
this public appearance in the nude. 
She refused. 

After consultation with his wise 
men, the King took her queenship 
away from her. What happened to 
her further is not known, but she 
probably was strangled with a silken 
bow-string. 

To supply himself with another 
wife, Ahasuerus ordered all the good- 
looking girls to appear before him. 
Mordecai sent Esther. She may not 
have wished to enter the beauty con- 
test; she may even have loved some- 
one not mentioned in the story, but 
she obeyed.

Ahasuerus chose her as his wife. 

After all this excitement, the King 
suffered from insomnia and, having 
no other reading material, he ran 
through the atate records and came 
upon the entry concerning the serv- 
ices of Mordecai.. He asked Haman, 
who happened along, what should be 
done to the man whom the King de- 
lights to honor, 

Haman had just built a tall gal- 
lows, and his purpose in coming into 
the King’s presence just at that mo- 
ment was to ask permission to hang 
Mordecai on it. 

Thinking that Ahasuerus referred 
to himself, he advised that the candi- 
date for honors should be dressed in 
the royal apparel, mounted on the 
King’s horse, crowned with the royal 
crown, and led through the city by 
one of the King’s nobles, who-should 
announce at every corner, “Phus shall 
be done to the man whom the King 
delights to honor.” 

Ahasuerus ordered Haman to do 
just this for ‘Mordecai. Mordecai un- 
derstood no more than Haman what 
happened. It had just come to his 
knowledge that he and all other Jews 
were to be massacred, 

He sent word to Queen Esther and 
she risked her life entering the King’s 
presence without his permission. 

She wore her best gown and looked 
unusually beautiful. The King held 
out his golden sceptre for her to kiss 
and asked what he could do for her. 

She invited him to a small dinner. 


There would be no one else except 
Haman. The King accepted at once 
for Haman and himself, and Haman 
told his wife as he dressed for the 
evening that his prospects had never 
been better. ‘ 

The dinner went off uneventfully. 
Perhaps Esther’s nerve failed her for 
the moment, but she begged Aha- 
suerus and Haman to come again the 
next night and, as neither had a pre- 
vious engagement, they came. 

That night Esther told the King 
she did have a request; she wanted 
him to Withdraw his order that she 
and her people should be massacred. 
The King, bewildered, wanted to know 
who had issued such a* command. 

She pointed to the cringing Ha- 
man, who regretted that he had not 
inquired more fully into the Queen's 
background. 

After a short stroll in the garden 
to quiet his nerves, Ahasuerus deliv- 
ered Haman to his executioner, to be 
hanged on the gallows he had built 
for Mordecai. 

From that time for the rest of her 
life Esther protected and guided her 
people. 

Mordecai, who in one way or an- 
other had Ied a full life, was pro- 
moted to wealth and honor, which in 
Oriental despotisms is a happy kind 
of retirement.

Dorothy Lucille Hem- 
pel Thought Her 
Award Was "Very 
Satisfactory," Al- 
though Her Marriage 
Lasted Only Three 
Weeks. 


HEN a man has to pay a woman alimony, 

should the amount be based on his in- 

come, or on her scale of living before 
he married her? 

Faced with that question recently the Minne- 
sota Supreme Court decided the husband’s income 
should be the standard—and upheld a temporary 
award of $750-a month to Mrs. Dorothy Lucille 
Hempel of St. Paul. 

Dorothy was a bride of less than three weeks 
when she started divorce action against wealthy 
45-year-old Allen Hempel, charging a “systematic 
course of cruel and inhuman treatment.” 

Before her marriage the 30-year-old red-head 
earned her living as a $45-a-week manicurist. 

In her suit, she asked for $1,500 a month tem- 
porary support, plus an expensive car and use of 
the spacious Tiempel home. 

She claimed that her husband had at least a 
miiition dollars and besides that earned $75,000 a 
year as president of one company and from hold- 
ings in ot!.er firms. 

In spite of all this, the young wife charged, 
Allen gave her only $5 during the period between 
their marriage and the divorce action. 

Furthermore, she complained, as soon as the 
ceremony was over the bridegroom informed her 
that he wanted the marriage kept a secret and 
wanted her to live apart from him for some time. 

So, after a four-day honeymoon, the Hempels 
returned to St. Paul; Dorothy to her old room at 
the Ryan Hotel and Allen to his luxurious home 
at 2727 Arcade St. 

This unusual domestic arrangement didn’t last 
Jong, however, for Dorothy, aided by her mother,

three weeks her needs did not change.” 

But the Minnesota Supreme Court upheld 
Judge McNally’s award. 

In an opinion written by Associate Justice 
Harry Peterson, the higher court expressed its 
attitude as follows: : 

“After all, a wife acquires, by virtue of the 
marriage relationship, the right to support by 
her. husband according to his ability and station 
in life. ; 

“We think the defendant’s suggestion that his 
wife be left to her own efforts to support herself, 
or that in any event the amount which he should 
be required to pay should be determined by her 
standards of living prior to marriage, is brutal 
and degrading. 

“To permit a husband to escape by divorce the 
duty of supporting his wife would be contrary -to 
public policy—to say nothing of such considera- 
tions as fairness and morality—-because of its 
tendency to enable men to have one wife after 
another, the number of which,would depend only 
on the frequency with which wives are got and 
cast aside.” ~ 

After that opinion was handed down, Hempel 
made an out of court financial settlement and 
Dorothy was granted a divorce, 

“The terms of the settlement,” Dorothy's at- 
torney stated, “were very, very satisfactory.” 

The ruling of the Minnesota Supreme Court 
raises the interesting question of how judges in 
other states feel about similar problems. 

Asked for his ideas, Judge Joseph Sabath of 
Chicago, said: 

“T am very much opposed to alimony for a

went out to the Hemvel home six days later, cut 
a window screen and moved in. 

For eight days the Hempels were “at home” 
in the same house, but Dorothy implied that they 
didn’t behave exactly like lovebirds. 

“The only love, feeling or affection the defend- 
ant has ever displayed in the presence of the 
plaintiff has been for money,” she said in her 
complaint. 

Allen Hempel, who was paying $6,000 a year 
to a former wife when he married Dorothy, filed 
a cross complaint in which he said: 

“Her only purpose in participating in the mar- 
riage was to obtain money and property.” . 

He claimed that it was Dorothy who refused 
to come to his home until her attorneys advised 
her to do so, and said that his earnings were only 
$25,000 a year. 

Nevertheless, District Judge Carleton F. Me- 
Nally of Ramsey County awarded Dorothy $750 
monthly for four months, use of the car and $750 
attorneys’ fees. 

In an appeal to the State Supreme Court Allen 
Hempel’s attorney Said: 

“There is no showing whatsoever that such a 
large sum is required. 

“At the time of the marriage, the defendant 
gave her a $2,000 diamond ring and also purchased 
an, expensive wardrobe for her. 

“Before marriage she lived on $45 a week or 
less than $200 a month. Im a period of less than 
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childless woman who is able to work, particularly 
where she refuses to go back to her husband for 
a trial reconciliation...and especially if the mar- 
riage has been of short duration. 

“The test for alimony is not what a man has 
but what his earning capacity is,” Judge Robert 
G. Wilson, Jr., said recently in Boston. 

He made that statement when Mrs. Annette 
2ifkin, 38, wife of movie magnate Herman L. 
Rifkin, 63, petitioned to tie up her husband's prop- 
ery pending outcome of a divorce suit. 

Mrs. Rifkin’s attorney contended that before 
the marriage Rifkin had boasted that he was a 
millionaire earning more.than $75,000 a year. 

“I don’t see how the courts can compel a man 
to disgorge for something he did prior to putting 
his neck in the noose,” the judge remarked after 
his efforts to effect a reconciliation had failed. 

When Rifkin first sued for divorce on the 
grounds of cruelty, Mrs. Rifkin who is an ex-show- 
girl and stenographer, contested and asked for 
separate support, naming $22,500 a year as the_ 
minimum the wife of a rich man could live on. 

Her attorney claimed that her living scale had 
been at the rate of $24,000 a year during the first 
year of her marriage. The judge, however, 
granted her $135 a week for temporary support. 

When ex-model Claire Coulter Barney brought 
a separation suit in New York City against J. 
Stewart Barney she claimed that he was worth 
about $750,000 and asked for $1,500 a month tem- 
porary support plus $7,500 for counsel fees. 

Barney insisted that his assets amounted to 
only $277,384 and went on to state that as a model 
his wife had earned $15,000 a year. 

“She is still a beautiful woman,” he argued. 
“She is strong and healthy. If she is dissatisfied 
with one third of my income, she still is able to 
return to her modeling profession and earn a sub- 
stantial income through her own efforts.” 

After Referee Harry C. Kane had reviewed 
the case, to determine Barney’s financial status, 
Justice Ferdinand Pecora awarded Claire $100 a 
week temporary alimony and $2,000 counsel fees. 
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little Shirley can now feed herself, draw pic- 
tures and play with toys. But a year ago 
she was dying. 

Victim of a type of tuberculosis 
which kills rapidly, she had become 
unconscious and had lost the ability 
to speak or swallow food and suf- 
fered terribly during her critical 
iliness. What saved her is a new 
treatment, developed by a group of 
New York physicians. 

Her severe disease first became 
apparent when for a week she re- 
peatedly complained of headache 
and was continually sleepy. She 
became more and more irritable. 

She had fever and was too nau- 
seated to eat anything at all. List- 
less and losing weight, she was 
found to have tuberculosis in the 
lungs. 

Tests made by the physicians 
showed that tuberculosis had af- 
fected her nervous system and the 
brain itself. 

The tubercule’ infection had 
spread in the brain membranes. She 
was suffering from tuberculous 
meningitis, which accounted for 
tremors of hands, loss of nervous 
control of legs and other parts of 
the body, sometimes delirium and 
unconsciousness. 

Although still easily tired, Shir- 
ley is now recovering and has no 
symptoms of the disease that almost 
claimed her. ee 

Eddy, a two-year-old boy, had the 
same disease. First tuberculosis of 
the lung was established. He had 
a cough, swelling around the neck, 
loss of weight, fever and spots of 
disease infection in lungs. Soon 
meningitis developed and he became 
blind: and deaf. 

But he, too, has been saved from 
imminent death. His vision and 
hearing are normal, other symptoms 
have gone. He stands in bed, feeds 
himself, plays with toys, chatters 
and laughs happily as he watches 
older children play games. 

These are two of a number of 
children —-including seven cases re- 
ported recently in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association— 
treated with remarkably encourag- 
ing results from two different 
drugs. 

One is the famed streptomycin. The other is a 
sulfa drug, promizole. 

At the Mayo Clinic, Drs. H. Corwin Hinshaw, 
William H. Feldman, Archie H. Baggenstoss and 
their colleagues had used both these drugs sepa- 
rately for various types of tuberculosis, including 
the forms which afflicted Shirley and Eddy. 

But Drs. Edith M. Lincoln, Thomas W. Kirmse 
and Estelle De Vito, of the Children’s Medical 
Service, Bellevue Hospital, and New York Uni- 
versity, were not satisfied with the results of 
treatments with either drug. So they decided to 
employ both streptomycin, by injection into mus- 
cles or into the spinal column, and promizole, 
. taken by swallowing. 

Streptomycin acts quickly, as though the tuber- 
culosis germs are shot or stabbed by it; promizole 
kills or subdues the germ, more slowly, as though 
by drowning or gradually suffocating them. 
Whatever may be the way in which the two-drug 
treatment acts, it is effective. 

Streptomycin has been used alone, by injec- 
jection, in thousands of cases, with most promising 
results i? certain types of tuberculosis. 

Drs. Heyworth N. Sanford and Donald O’Brien, 
of the Presbyterian Hospital and the University 
of Illinois, Chicago, have apparently relieved the 
symptoms and prevented the spreading of the 
tuberculosis of lungs in four small babies. 

More than 1,000 tubercular patients have been 
treated with streptomycin alone, under the U. 5. 
Veterans Administration, the Army, the Navy 
and the American Trudeau Society. 

While streptomycin destroys’ tuberculosis 
germs, or arrests their growth, giving the body 
a chance to get well, it can cause harm, especially 
when given in large doses over a long period. In 
some cases. it causes deafness and other ear in- 
juries. Rarely Skin rashes appear. After it has 
been used for a few weeks, the kind of tubercu-

losis germs which resist streptomycin appear. 

At present it is believed that streptomycin is 
not to be used in cases in which conventional 
treatments promise recovery. But when the 
tuberculosis of the lung keeps progressing, and the 
“lesions” (cavities or sites of infection) are moist 
and exuding, streptomycin should be given. 

In cases of military disease—-ia which there 
are tubercle spots resembling millet seeds in the 
lungs, from which germs are likely to wander 
through the blood stream to other organs of the 
body—-and in tuberculosis meningitis, also for 
cases of mouth, tongue and throat infection, 
streptomycin is particularly recommended. 

Dr. Cleveland Floyd, of the Health Department 
in Boston, has treated 14 patients of rapidly pro- 
gressing tuberculosis of the lungs, which were not 
benefited by streptomycin. Ten of them have 
been improved by injection of a new chemical— 
a “carbohydrate-lipoid antigen” (called CLA) ex- 
tracted from deadly tuberculosis germs them- 
selves. Possibly this chemical, like promizole, 
may be used together with streptomycin. 

Dr. Richard H. Overhalt, with Drs. Reeve H. 
Betts and Francis M. Woods, of Tufts College and 
New England Deaconess Hospital, Boston, have 
greatly helped several patients of tuberculosis of 
the lungs by a new kind of operation, in which 
only the diseased segments of the lungs are re- 
moved under local anesthesia of the chest. 

A new kind of “rest cure,” developed by Prof. 
Alvan L. Barach, of Columbia University, Presby- 
terian Hospital, New York, has given some ex- 
cellent results. Patients are put inside “equalizing 
pressure chambers,” . Breathing goes on without 
the slightest movement of the lungs, of the chest. 
Air is automatically diffused into and out of the 
lungs without muscular exertion. Of 12 cases, six 
have recovered by all medical tests, of the remain- 
ing one was markedly improved, three were 
temporarily benefited and two derived no benefit. 

The hope for the specific treatment of tubercu- 
losis is increasing, but the fight is hard.

HARLES LEWIS FAIR imprisoned Carrie

So they were married: Charles Lewis Fair of 
the Fifth Avenue Fairs and Carrie Smith of the 
Summit, N. J., Smiths. 

With the marriage, Carrie was plunged into a 
relentless struggle with her rich husband’s proud 
sisters, Mrs. Hermann Oelrichs and Mrs. William 
K. Vanderbilt, Jr. 

It was a war of words, snubs and bitter re- 
sentments. It was destined to last, on the one 
side, long after the sudden deaths of Charlie and 
Carrie Fair. They died as they had lived during 
their marriage—-side by side. 

Charlie Fair’s sisters, ‘Tessie’ Oelrichs and 
“Birdie” Vanderbilt, were quick to point out that 
his bride’s mother had once worked in a factory. 

“Pooh!” chuckled good natured Charlie. “As I 
recall it, our father, James G. Fair, came over 
from Ireland with nothing but fists and an ap.- 
petite for assets. Because he made millions in the 
Comstock Lode doesn't make us any better than a 
lot of other people who didn’t strike it rich.” 

The logic didn’t appeal to his sisters. They had 
contracted socially advantageous marriages and 
had planned a similar match for their brother.

“Sure,” Charlie said.. “Get in and hold on.”

OUIS BREETEY regained consciousness in a 

weed-filled ditch and crawled to the side of 
Mrs. Carrie Fair. She was dead, her goggles 
embedded in the side of her face. 

At least, Bretey recalled later, if not dead at 
the moment, she died before he could summon aid. 
Charlie Fair was also dead by the time Bretey’s 


The courts refused to act until evidence, in- 
stead of arguments, could be presented. 

Even in death, there was no rest for Charlie 
and Carrie where relatives were concerned. 

The quiet French countryside, which had failed 
to respond to Louis Bretey’s frantic cries for help, 
suddenly began producing witnesses.

Who died first? 

Carrie’s mother, snubbed by Mrs, Oelrichs and 
Mrs. Vanderbilt, was quick to accept the challenge. 
Her attorneys set out to prove that her daughter 
had died AFTER Charlie, meaning the estate 
should revert to Carrie’s next of kin;-her mother 
and brothers.

The witnesses, including the doctors, failed to 
agree——naturally. 

French physicians, retained by Mrs. Hannah E. 
Nelson, Carrie’s mother, opined that Carrie had 
outlived Charlie by “a few minutes.” 

California doctors, retained by Mrs, Oelrichs, 
shook their heads in disagreement. 

An autopsy, they testified, indicated that Mrs.

Then came two “surprise” witnesses. 

They were riding their bicycles near the village 
of Pacy-sur-Eure on the afternoon of the crash, 
they testified.

A duly appointed referee took this, and 
volumes of other testimony under advisement, and 
the matter rested while Carrie’s jewels and other 
possessions were disposed of at public auction. It 
was noted her gold wedding ring brought $4 at 
the sale. 


INALLY, on May 12, 1904, nearly two years 

after the principals had left the scene, it was 
announced a settlement had been reached. The 
referee had decided that Carrie had been the first 
to die; thus the Fair millions had passed from 
the fatally injured Charlie to his sisters and 
other members of the family. 

Despite this finding, however, a settlement had 
been reached, rather than have the issue aired 
publicly in the courts.

The Evangelist and the 
Rancher Little Thought 
That the Plight of a 
Man in Jail Would 
Lead Them Down the 
Path to Marriage.

HE attorney was stumped. 

A client of his was being held in an El 

Centro, Cal., jail on a false accusation and no 
one seemed willing to aid the unfortunate man. 

He summoned another client, a woman, to his 
Los Angeles office. Could she help the accused 
man, the lawyer inquired? 

The woman, Rheba Crawford, twice-married 
evangelist, social worker and one-time “Angel of 
Broadway,” said she would try. 

She went to El Centro and there encountered 
Laurence. Lambertz, . wealthy Imperial Valley 
rancher and agricultural contractor. He came to 
her aid. Together, they got the accused man out 
of jail. That was in 1944. 

Although it could hardly be called glamourous, 
that first meeting four years ago between Rheba 
and Lambertz led to a romance that culminated 
recently in their marriage in Santa Barbara. The 
marriage was her third. 

Rheba’s first husband was J. Harold Sommers, 
a publisher of St. Petersburg, Fla., whom she 
married in 1924. 

Though still in her early 20s, she was already 
known as the beautiful young Salvation Army 
captain whose street corner sermons had taken 
Broadway cynics by storm. Her marriage to 
Sommers ended in 1930, when she'was pranted a 
divorce on grounds of desertion. 

A few days later Rheba married Raymond 
Splivalo, wealthy San Francisco broker and polo 
player. With her husband’s encouragement, she 
engaged in welfare work and preached at the late 
Aimee Semple McPherson’s much publicized 
Angelus Temple in Los Angeles. 

The marriage to Splivalo ended in 1937 with 
his death, following a trip to Honolulu. 

At the time of her first meeting with Lam- 
bertz, Rheba recalls, “he was hot, tired, dusty and 
mad. He had been changing a tire in the swelter- 
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ing heat and he flatly told me he had no use for 
reformers. He said they were terrible people, but 
I made him change his mind.” 

Born at Seaforth, Ontario, Canada, Rheba was 
raised in a Salvation Army atmosphere. Her 
father, Andrew Crawford, had been brought up in 
the old-fashioned Scotch Presbyterian Kirk. 

“In those days,” she says, “the boys with whom 
father associated considered the Salvation Army a 
target for derision and ridicule. They jeered once 
too often at the courageous band on the corner 
and father was ashamed. He stayed to pray. 

“That night changed the course of father’s life. 
His objective thereafter was his expression to God 
and love to Man. He felt that Jesus Christ gave 
the first recognition in history to the individual 
and that He dignified him.” 

The Salvation Army service became the key- 
note. of the Crawford family’s life. With her 
father, Rheba traveled and preached throughout 
the United States and Canada. 

After World War [, she became a cub reporter 
in Atlanta, Ga., then went to New York to edit 
the Salvation Army magazine. While in that job, 
she lived at the Salvation Army Training College 
and lectured to the cadets at street corner services. 

Producer George M. Cohan, who had heard her 
preach, asked the Salvation Army to station her 
nightly at 46th St. and Broadway. Whether it was 
her winsome appearance or the message which 
she spoke, Rheba soon began to attract large 
crowds. Someone dubbed her the “Angel of 
Broadway.” 

For a time she preached over the radio. Be- 
cause of her beauty, she received movie and stage 
offers, which she turned down for preaching. 

“IT believe most Sincerely in the power of God 
to perform miracles,” she says, “and make good 
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men out of bad men. I saw miracles. performed.” 

At the age of 23, she resigned from the Salva- 
tion Army, left Broadway and married Sommers. 
“He had come to New York to interview me,” she 
explains. “It was a brief courtship and we were 
married. Now I feel he was too near my age. 
There was nothing but a. friendly associatidn. 

“Harold divorced me on the basis of my devo- 
tion to my evangelical work after several years of 
our marriage. I did not contest it. I was occupy- 
ing the pulpit of a church in St. Petersburg, Fla., 
and I left it for I knew the divorce was coming.” 

Rheba went to California where she continued 
her evangelism and entered social work. In 1928 
she met Ray Splivalo, whose grandfather had 
established one of the earliest shipping lines from 
San Francisco to the Orient. 

“He was the most gracious, charming man I 
ever knew,” she says. ~ “His love for me was one 
of the real great gifts God gave me.” 

As Mrs. Raymond Splivalo, Rheba was actively 
engaged in welfare work and received an appoint- 
ment as director of the California State Depart- 
ment of Welfare in 1932. Two years later she 
resigned that post and became associate pastor of 
Aimee McPherson's Angelus Temple. 

The two evangelists, however, did not get 
along together. After numerous flare-ups, Rheha 
was ousted. She then countered with a $1,000.000 
slander suit, charging that Aimee had called her, 
among other things, a “Jezebel.” The suit never 
went to trial. 

Ill fortune then began to pursue her, and on 
July 30, 1941, she appeared at the Los Angeles 
County Bureau of Assistance and declared herself 
a pauper. The bureau agreed to @rant her $19 a 
month. If this was unsatisfactory, she could enter 
Rancho Los Amigos, the country “poor farm.” 

Rheba accepted neither alternative, later ex- 
plaining that she had. found “unexpected means 
of support.” For the next few years she spent 
most of her time in various hospitals, undergoing 
a series of operations. Then in 1944, she says, “I 
got back on my feet, little like my former self of 
those terrible years of tragedy and illness.” 

She did war work, preached in San Diego for a 
time and then returned to Los Angeles. Following 
her marriage to Lambertz, the former “Angel of 
Broadway” said she will “just be his@vife.”

RACE MOORE, famous operatic star, Prince 


Gustav /dolf, heir-presumptive to the 

throne of Sweden and 20 others were killed 
in an airplane crash, near Copenhagen, Denmark, 
on January 26 of last year. 

The news, flashed around the world, contained 
not one word to lighten the blackness of the story. 

Yet romance was there. A handsome, young 
man who was about to walk away from love, 
before it would be too late, stopped in his tracks 
when the news struck him. 

As a result, Prince Friedrich Josias von Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha, the great-grandson of Queen Vic- 
toria and second cousin of the present King of 
England married Denyse Henriette de Muralt in 
San Francisco on last St. Valentine’s Day. The 
pretty commoner bride had been employed by his 
sister aS a governess. 

Though fabulously rich, the wealth of this 29- 
year-old Prince lies in the Russian occupation 
zone and when the enemy withdraws, the fabulous 
will probably have become mythical. 

So this practical young man went to work, 
without taking time for a honeymoon. 

So foresighted in matrimony is the Prince 
that he chose St. Valentine’s Day for the ceremony 
so he could never forget an anniversary. 

Though he has not said so, this practical view 
of marriage is generally thought to be the reason 
he tried to walk away from love. 

The House of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha is one of the 
oldest and noblest in all history, yet it was always 
a two-by-four German principality, 
politically and economically. 

Marriage has always been the specialty of the 
House, producing princes and princesses who not 
only marry right but behave right. 

Most noted ot all was Prince Friedrich’s great 
grandfather Albert, Prince Consort of Queen Vic- 
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“peanuts” 
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toria and most beloved foreigner ever to marry 
into English Royalty. 

Therefore it was no mystery, when Prince 
Gustav of Sweden came of age, that his father 
cast royal eyes upon the ever-reliable, hyphenated 
House for a daughter-in-law who would “assure 
the dynasty” with an abundance of heirs and be 
prepared to grace the throne with never a breath 
of scandal. 

Thus it came to pass that the Almanach de 
Gotha recorded in its pages the name of Fried- 
rich’s sister, the Princess Sibylla, as of Sweden’s 
Royalty. She proved herself every inch a future 
queen by presenting her husband with five little 
assurances, by the end of the last war. 

The long-headed House of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha 
opposed the recent war and when it came, the 
male members had the choice of joining the army 
or being thrown into Nazi concentration camps. 

Prince Friedrich became a lieutenant, fighting 
under General Romme! to the bitter end. He was 
glad he made that choice because, through Rom.- 
mel’s influence, he was able to save two relatives 
from execution in one of Hitler’s prison camps. 

Discharged from the army, he went for an in 
definite visit to his sister and brother-in-law at 
their castle, near Sfockholm, instead of going to 
his own, where he would have been in the way 
of the needy-greedys who were removing every- 
thing but the walls. 

Upon arrival he met the five little assurances, 
who were charming, but so was the poverness, 
Denyse de Muralt, in charge of the two older ones. 

This dark-eyed maiden, six years younger than 
the blond prince who had a House, with a capital 
H, but no home, was born in Switzerland, daughter 
of a lawyer who, during the war, had turned his 
talents to making narts for Swiss railways. 

Pretty, cultured, able to speak many languages 
fluently, she may have been an eligible mate for 
a prince of the House of Rockefeller or Morgan 


but not of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, according to its 
ancient, fundamental tradition, never to consort 
with a commoner, 

“All for love and the world well-lost,” is as 
good a policy in America as it is poery, 

But for Prince Friedrich, would it not be be. 
traying those ancestors whose tombs he had 
failed to protect from their traditional enemy? 
Would the pair be happy, if he violated the vener- 
able tradition and would he, who had been trained 
to sit on a throne, be successful, sitting on a 
swivel chair behind an office desk? 

Such thoughts must have passed through the 
mind of such a practical Prince as he felt the first 
symptoms of the “sweet madness” and fancied he 
Saw response in the way the dark eyes lowered, 
just a bit differently from the way etiquette 
dropped them before his brother-in-law. There 
was only one method tor solving the questions, 
to leave before the “madness” became incurable. 

Whether or not this was his motive, such wes 
his decision. At the end of three months, he was 
packed and ready to go as soon as the royal 
brother-in-law returned. But Prince Gustav was 


killed in that plane crash and Prince Friedrich 


had to remain to console his sister. 

The longer he remained in Sweden the more 
difficult it became for him to depart alone. 
Finally he asked Denyse to leave Sweden, too. 

Thus the die was cast, “for better or for 
worse,” exactly as the minister told them, in San 
Francisco’s Lutheran Church on February 14. 

They came to America to be free from many 
things, including traditions. ‘The Prince is struc!: 
by one freedom, rarely mentioned here, the free 
dom to be one’s real self. By rubbing out their 
title and becoming plain Mr. and Mrs. Coburg, 
they are accepted everywhere, at their face value, 
which happens to be pretty high, for both. 

Momentarily he was shocked by one seeming 
lack of liberty.

Then the bridegroom yielded graciously.

Working girls dress 
like princesses. It is wonderful.”

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Failure of a FOOL-PROOF Fraud

HEN Charles McLaughlin 

came out of the army at the 

.end of 1945 and went to his 
job with the Civil Service Commission 
in Washington, he found that his sal- 
ary of $3,640 a year didn’t stretch 
very far. 

For a while he drove a taxi during 
his spare hours, but the combined in- 
take looked infinitesimal beside the 
thousands upon thousands of dollars 
that he handled daily as an adjudica- 
tor in the Death Claims Section of the 
commission’s office. 

There must be, he decided, some 
foo!-proof way to shunt some of those 
dollars into his own pocket. 

He finally found one which struck 
him as being the perfect plan to 
rob the government. 

It worked, but not very long. 

Charlie McLaughlin was well liked 
and generally respected at his office. 
He was, in fact, the picture of re- 
spectability—polite, refined, neat, in- 
conspicuous, bespectacled. His job 
was to pass final judgment on death 
claims after they had been approved 
by a group: of examiners who were 
under his direction. 

Among the organizations whose 
claims were handled by the commis 
sion was the Veterans Administration. 
One day last August, after McLaugh. 
lin had been working late each eve- 
ning, his secretary laid on his desk 
the papers concerning a Dr. Charles 
H. Willis of New York City who, ‘it 
said there, had been employed at 
various V.A. offices since 1918. 

Records showed specified amounts 
had been deducted from Dr. Willis’s 
paychecks toward retirement. It is 
those deductions, plus interest, which 
go to a beneficiary on the death of 
a government employe. The doctor’s 
beneficiary, according to a form dated 
May 19, 1942, was a nephew, also 
Charles H. Willis, whose address was 
P.O. Box 1153, Washington. 

In due time a claim drrived from 
Nephew Willis for death benefits. A 
copy of the death certificate attested 
to the uncle’s demise. McLaughlin 
attached it to the other papers and 
handed the sheaf to an examiner. 

“Everything seems to be in per- 
fect order,” he said, “but you’d better 
go over it just to be sure.” 

The examiner found nothing 
wrong, and computed the beneficiary’s 
share at $5,982.07. McLaughlin said 
that sounded all right to him and 
passed it on through. The check was

made out on Steptember 23, almost 
in record time. It was sent to P. O. 
Box 1153. 

The following Saturday a man 
who identified himself as Charles H. 
Willis opened a checking account in 
Washington’s Second National Bank. 
The deposit was $5,982.07. He seemed 
very pleased. 

In a week or. two McLaughlin 
again found it necessary to work late 
at night, but his fellow employes 
were not very sympathetic. 

“There isn’t anything that he 
couldn’t finish during the day if he 
wanted to,” one of them pointed out, 
“He’s just trying to impress some: 
body.” 

When a new sheaf of papers re- 
ferring to the death of another Vet- 
erans Administration doctor was laid 
on his desk the next day, McLaugh- 
lin put it through the regular chan.- 
nels. After all, such doctors were not 
technically under Civil Service admin- 
istration, and the handling of their 
death cl#yms was strictly a routine 
matter for the most part.

In a few minutes two files were 
placed side by side on McLaughlin’s 
desk.

LITTLE man overwhelmed by 
A a burden of debt and remorse, 

and still suffering from a gun- 
shot wound in his back, wept quietly 
as he sat hunched over in a chair 
in the New York Legal Aid Society 
offices. 

“I thought I’d be going away for 
a long time for what I did,” he said. 
“But now everyone is so good-—and 
this money from the Widow’s Mite, 
it will help a lot.” 

The man couldn't have been more 
surprised, or grateful, if a miracle 
had happened to him, 

Daniel Walpole, 34-year-old mov- 
ing van helper, had known nothing 
but black despair since the moment 
when, after a few drinks, he rashly 
kicked in a shop window and took 
a shiny new tricycle as a belated 
Christmas present for his three-year- 
old Danny. : 

Now the future didn’t seem quite 
so dark. 

He had been saved from long-term 
punishment by the leniency of a Fel- 
ony Court judge who had reduced the 
charges from burglary to petty lar- 
ceny and paroled the de- 
fendant in the custody of 
his wife. 

In addition, his faith in 
human nature had been 
restored by the generosity 
of a New York widow whose 
sympathetic understanding 
of human needs and human 
frailties had led her to es- 
tablish a small welfare fund 
to help clients that Legal 
Aid attorneys believe de- 
serve another chance, Like 
the woman in the Biblical 
story who gave two mites 
while rich men were giving fortunes, 
this modern benefactress doesn’t hes- 
itate to offer assistance because her 
resources are not figured in millions. 

The Walpoles, who have five chil- 
dren, were faced with an eviction no- 
tice and Daniel’s $45-a-week pay 
stopped when he got into trouble. So 
they were given the first donation 
from the Widow’s Mite. 

Wiping his eyes on his wife’s 
handkerchief after his first outburst 


of gratitude, Daniel Walpole tried to 
explain how he got himself into his 
unfortunate predicament. 

“The day I took the bike,” he said, 
“six men had been laid off m our 
company. How did I know that I 
wouldn’t be next and never get a 
chance to buy the kid anything? 

“T went to a neighborhood bar and 
grill and with some: tip money I'd 
got that day I bought me some 
drinks. I began to think about that 
little tricycle I’d seen in a shop. 

“Tf I'd meant to steal dough 1 
wouldn’t have made so much noise, I 
just went up and kicked in the glass. 
Then when the cop chased me I 
wouldn't have stopped for anything. 
So when I didn’t stop he shot me.” 

Pulling a crumpled newspaper 
story and photograph from his 
pocket he said, “I kept this picture of 
my little boy under my pillow at 
Bellevue Hospital, and every time I 
looked at it it almost drove me crazy. 
I’ve sure learned my lesson.” 

If this proves to be true the Wid- 
ow’s Mite fund will have served the 
purpose for which it was intended; to 
give that first little bit of financial 
relief that sometimes keeps an of- 
fender from becoming a repeater. 

It was the story of Esther Hether- 
ington, a 23-year-old mother who left 
her four-month-old baby girl in a bar 
one morning, that first touched the 
heart of the founder of this fund.

“anonymous widow enlisted financial 


aid from some of her friends and 
got in touch with Benjamin Schmier, 
the Legal Aid counsel assigned to 
Esther: Hetherington. 

She offered help for the girl. 

“That's wonderful,” said the sur- 
prised attorney. “I have 1000 Esther 
Hetheringtons every year, [ wish 
something could be done for all of 
them.” 

“Maybe. something can be done,” 
the generous woman thought as she 
was on her way to the Legal Aid of- 
fices to interview Esther Hether ™g- 
ton, who had been paroled by the 
court. The charge had been reduced 
to a misdemeanor and her husband 
agreed to support her and the baby. 

“All I want now is to get my baby 
back,”” Esther said. She still must 


prove that she will be a good mother 
before that can happen. 

With Esther Hetherington’s” im.- 
mediate financial problems settled, 
Mr. Schmier started telling of the 
many cases where a few dollars could 
have helped so much. 

One young man arrested for rob- 
bery with a gun was convicted in 
spite of his plea that the whole thing 
was a frame-up by a fellow with 
whom he'd had a dispute in a pool 
hall. Because Legal Aid attorneys be- 
lieved the defendant innocent they 
checked all of the complainant’s testi- 
mony and found it false. In the 
meantime the jailed man lost his job 
and didn’t even have a place to yo 
when he was released. 

Money for a week’s rent, Mr, 
Schmier explained, would have been a 
blessing to this man. 

A pretty little girl from the South 
had come up to New York to be mar- 
ried. or so she _ believed, Her boy 
friend showered her with expensive 
gifts, Including a beautiful fur coat. 
How could she know these goods 
were stolen, until she was arrested 
for having them in her possession? 

Being very much in love, the girl 
confessed to thefts she hadn't com 
mitted because she believed the boy 
might be accused. Eventually she 
was exonerated, but she was penni- 
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less and homeless until her parents 
were induced to send for her. 

These are only two of thousands 
of cases that are typical of tose the 
Widow's Mite fund aims to hel). 

The fund’s plan is not preteni.ous, 
and Legal Aid attorneys are to use 
the money as they see fit, to ease 
poverty and hunger for their clients, 
and thus help prevent repentant of- 
fenders from returning to crime. 

Commenting on its usefulness, 
Judge Martin V. Callagy, Attorney-in- 
Chief of the Legal Aid Society, said: 

“The Widow’s Mite, so generously 
contributed in the Walpole case, has 
its source in a sympathetic under- 
standing of the problems. that con- 
front everyday people. However, the 
Legal Aid Society's civil and criminal 
cases number over 41,000. Unlike 
most law offices, where such a situa- 
tion would assure prosperity, the 
more clients the Legal Aid Society 
has, the more money is required. 

“Most of the Society's funds are 
received from the legal profession in 
the City of New York and trom a 
small but continuously loyal group 
of laymen.” ;

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[. THE dead of night, in flickering candlelight, 


Artist Herndon Davis crouched in the bar of 

the Teller House jin Colorado’s famed ghost 
town of Central City. 

While his assistant watched for unwelcome in- 
truders, he skilfully applied paint to the worn 
pine boards that had felt the heavy tread of 
miner’ boots in the fabulous gold rush days. 

An hour later the job was done. The image 
that had agitated Davis’ mind for so long lay 
brightly hued before him—-““The Face on the Bar- 
room Floor’ had become a reality. 

Davis and his aide hurried away from their 
surreptitious work that night, little realizing they 
had done much to perpetuate a lyric myth that 
still holds the fancy of the American public at 

least 60 years after its inception. 
| Today thousands of tourists visiting the: Teller 
House, preserved with Central City as an histori- 
cal landmark, gaze at Davis’ painting, sure that 
here it was the penitent drunkard sprawled dead 
across the drawing of his lost lady-love, thus 
giving rise to the popular ballad. 

Now Davis has revealed the details of his noc- 
turnal project, accomplished in 1936, half a century 
after “The Face on the Barroom Floor’ became 
a tear-jerking favorite. 

"There were two different stories as to.how the 
sentimental epic happened to be written and as to 
who composed the first version. 

John Henry Titus claimed that he wrote the 
original in 1872 in his birthplace of Jefferson, 
Ohio. Hugh A D’Arcy, New York theatrical 
manager, contended that the original version was 
his handiwork and was composed in 1887. 

The Titus and D’Arcy versions differ in rhyme 
construction, but in theme, sequence of events and 
climax they are identical: 

A shabby drunkard shuffles into “Joe’s bar- 
room,’ begs a few drinks from a disdainful au- 
dience and then tells his tragic story how, a 
rising young artist, he fell in love with a beautiful 
girl; how a “fair-haired boy” whose portrait he 
was painting stole her away; how she died and 
he took’to drink. Then, with. the onlookers 
huddled around, he draws her face upon the floor 
and falls dead across it. 

Titus said his verses had been inspired by a 
drama he saw as a boy. He described it thus: 

In Jefferson there were-two boys, Joe Farley 
and Bob Delenor, who fell in love with Magdalene 
Thompson, the tavern owner’s daughter. Magda- 
lene cared for neither of them, but each blamed 
the other for stealing her heart. Joe joined the 
gold rush to California. Bob went to New York, 
where he became an artist. Magdalene married 
another man. ; 

Joe returned and became a bartender in the 
tavern. One night Bob staggered in, wasted and 
in tatters. After a few drinks he told of his 
“heartbreak. Then he knelt and drew Magdalene’s 
picture on the floor. Immediately it was finished, 
he collapsed, dying the next day. 

D’Arcy’s inspiration was a bit more prosaic. 
He was in Joe Schmidt's barroom in New York 
City one night when a bedragglied drunkard 
shambled in. 
dog, Toby, started biting him. D’Arcy shooed the 
dog off and gave the man a drink. Under ques- 
tioning the drunkard would reveal no more than 
that he was an artist. 


D’Arcy was so angry at Joe for his lack ofp 
kindness, he said, that he composed his verses ay 


a retaliatory gesture. } 

Over the years no one ever found the acttfal 
“face on the barroom floor,” but many admirers 
of. the verses hoped it existed, among them Davis. 
As he visited the old mining camps of Colorado 
he wondered why no itinerant artist had ever 
thought of painting the image in some barroom 
of this picturesque territory. 

Then one day he entered the Teller House bar 
and it came to him.in a flash that here was where 
“the face” belonged. Men of fame and fortune, 
rugged miners, outlaws, gamblers, drunken dere-

licts—all had mingled in the old room. 
It was the perfect setting and the perfect time, 
too, for the Central City Opera Association, a 
» of Colorado citizens whose forebears built 
the town, was then busy renovating the com. 
munity as a tourist attraction. 

“I became obsessed with the urge to paint it 
where it belonged,” Davis said. “The hotel 
manager and the barkeeper rgfused to let me do 
it and I was afraid the opera association would 
frown upon the idea.” 

Opportunity came unexpectedly. Davis was 
assigned to make a painting of the Teller House 
and had the chance to get thoroughly acquainted 
with the. premises and personnel. The night he 
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finished his painting he persuaded Jimmy Libby, 
barroom handy boy, to unlock the door leading 
from the hotel to the barroom. 

He waited in his room until late at night, when 
all was quiet. Lying on his bed he envisioned 
“Magdalene.” She must be a beguiling maiden, 
the kind of girl “for whom youf soul you'd give.” 

When the face was firmly infplanted in his 
mind he crept down the stairs, met Libby, entered 
the barroom and set to work. Libby held a 


‘shielded candle. Davis painted fast and furiously. 


When. the picture was finished he and Libby 
crept from the barroom. Davis left Central City 
that dawn like an escaping criminal. 

But he need not have. ‘The opera association 
was delighted with the job. Tourists flocked 
and still do—to see the portrait, liking to believe 
that it was in the Teller House the hero of the 
poem breathed his last.

THE solitary schoolteacher living in a Pitts- 
field, Mass., rooming house, life seemed un- 
bearably dismal. Her parents, on. w..0se 

Shoulders she had leaned heavily, had died a 
short while before. She was 36, single and alone. 
She was melancholy. 

She wanted to get married, to find a husband 
who would be “sober and kind.” But she didn’t 
know any eligible young bachelors. Her family 
refused to let her associate with men. 

‘Ten months later, however, thanks to the inter- 
vention of a kindly stranger, the same girl was 
a poised, radiant bride, wife of a retired banker 
who had courted her in Palm Springs, Calif. 

The person responsible for this match, and 
hundreds, like it, is a gray-haired, 58-year-old 
wealthy Boston matron, Mrs. Josephine Sever. 
Wife of a nationally known orthopedic surgeon, 
James Warren Sever, she holds two college de- 
grees and is a prominent psychologist, teacher, 
lecturer and writer. 

Since she first went to the aid of the lonely 
girl in Pittsfield, Mass., more than three years 
ago, Mrs. Sever has helped over 200 men and 
women to find husbands and wives. 

Her only compensation is the realization that 
she has brought happiness to many women and 
men who otherwise would have spent lonely lives.

BELIEVE that behind the physical world we see 

with our eyes and study in our telescopes and 

microscopes, and measure with instruments of 
various -kinds, is another, more fundamental, 
realm which cannot be described in physical 
terms. Tn this non-physical realm lies the ultimate 
origin of al} things, of energy, matter, organiza- 
tion and life’‘and of consciousness. 

I am convinced that our consciousne§s is 
rooted in a world not built of atoms, and that our 
mind in itS facets reflects some of the fundamen- 
tal characteristics of its origin. 

Thinking and planning are important charac- 
teristics of our mind, and they must then have

Beyond Our Physical Selves." 


their origin in a realm beyond our physical selves. 
But we cannot conceive of thinking and planning 
without a persgnality that does the work. 

In this way we arrive at the idea of an intelli- 
gent and ever-active source—-the World Soul of 
certain philosophies, the God of our religion. 

We must clearly state the difference between 
physical and non-physical phenomena. The vibra- 
tions of the strings in a musical instrument can 
be described in physical terms, but our sensations 
of sound and music belong to a_ non-physical 
world. The radiation traveling from the sun to 
our eyes has physical properties, but our sensa-

tions of light and colors are non-physical. 
Where do energy and matter—and physics re- 
gard matter as a form of energy —come from? 
The radiations from the sun can be described 
mathematically as a wave motion, although not as 
a vibration in a material substance (medium). The 
“waves” represent the chance of energy emerging 
at a particular place in the physical world. What 
emerges, radiation, consists of small parcels of 
energy, Which physicists call photons and cor- 
puscles. Energy can be regarded as emerging 
from a non-physical world into a physical world. 
In the non-physical world lies the fountain 
head of life. Some of the processes oc- 
curring in the living world are apparent- 
ly governed by conditions that do not 
exist now, but can be expected to prevail 
in the future. The developments of a 
living organism (plant, animal or man) 
is in many ways like the building of a 
machine designed to perform a definite 
function. A plan must first be made, 
and this can only be made by an intelli- 
gent being with his attention focused, 
not only on his past experience, but also 
on the purpose for which the machine 
is constructed. Since an impersonal 
nature can not have such characteristics, 
we are led to belief in a personal God. 


How is organization introduced into 
the living world? Some 20 years ago it 
was discovered that in certain animals 
the general organization (body building) 
started from a particular point in the 
embryo, “the dorsal lip of the blostopore”’ 

(back rim of the ger'm-opening). From this point 
“a wave of organization” appears to spread through 
the embryo, and its progressing influence can be 
directly observed as a growth of nerve tissue. 

Particularly striking are the processes during 
metamorphosis (changes in the stages of growth, 
as of a butterfly). The “field of organization,” 
which during the stage of a larva determined the 
structure of its body and the function of its organs, 
contracts during the pupa stage and disappears, 
leaving behind a disorganized mass of living cells. 

Then a miracle happens. A field of organiza- 
tion of a new type expands from a particular point 
in the mass of the cells and reorganizes the cell 
material. The reorganization is accompanied by a 
growth of a new nervous system, and the final 
result is the formation of the butterfly. 

These “organizing,” living fields seem to 
emerge from “another world” into the physical 
world we study in our laboratories. These are 
strong reasons to believe that at death they disap- 
pear into the world from which they came. 

In recent years extensive studies have been 
made of these organizing fields, particularly at 
the department of Neuro-Anatomy of the Yale 
Medical School. All living organisms have been 
found to be imbedded in complex electrical fields, 
and these fields disappear at death. Dr. H. §S. 
Iurr, the leader of the Yale research group, states 
that it is hard to escape the conclusion that these 
fields are independent of the matter involved, and 
by their innate properties determine the structure 
and functions-of the -living organisms. 

Our nerve cells seem to be the links which 
connect our physical brain with the world in which 
our consciousness is rooted. At death our “brain 
field” is not destroyed. 

It contracts and disappears at death, apparently 
falling back to the level of its origin. All our 
memories are indelibly “engraved” in this field, 
and after death, when our mind is no longer 
blocked by inert matter, we can probably recall 
them all, even those of which we were never con- 
sciously aware during our life. 

Our conscience gives an inkling of what to ex- 
pect in another realm, where there are pleasure 
and beauty, as well as sorrow and pain. Thus, it 
seems to me, are the Heaven and Hell indicated 
by the many discoveries in modern science.

OME 26 years ago Prof. Lewis M. Terman, 
famous Stanford University psychologist, 
sifted nearly a quarter of a million school 
children and selected more than 1400 of the 
brightest for further investigation and follow-up. 

This was the beginning of what has been called 
“the most important study in child psychology of 
the 20th century.” ‘ Its purpose was to find the 
answers. to two questions: first, what gifted 
children are really like as children, and second, 
what kind of adults they become. 

The first question could be answered at once 
and was, by putting the selected “guinea pigs” 
through physical measurements, medical examina- 
tions and a great variety of psychological, educa- 
tional and personality tests. 

The answer to the second question could only 
be obtained by continued follow-up over many 
years and by repeated testing and field studies. 
The 1400 persons are now nearly all in the age 
range 30 to 45 and have an average age of 36 
years. 

As children, all rated in the top one per cent 
of the school population and many of them were 
the brightest in hundreds or even thousands. Their 
average 1.Q. (percentage of intelligence, 100 being 
normal) was 152. How well have they fulfilled 
their early promise? : 

Professor Terman has always made it a rule 
not to reveal the names of individual subjects. 
However, he has obtained the permission of eight 
of his subjects to disclose their identities for this 
American Weekly story. 

One of them is Prof. Norris E. Bradbury, 38- 
year-old Stanford physicist, who succeeded Prof. 
J. Robert Oppenheimer as director of the Los 
Alamos (New Mexico) National Laboratory of 
the Atomic Energy Commission. 

Dr. Douglas McGlashan Kelley, at the age of 
33 years, was chief of psychiatric therapy for 
America’s armed forces in Western Europe during 
the war. 
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He made’ the official psychiatric and 


psychological examinations of Marshal Goaering 
and other highest Nazis in prison, about which 
he has told in his book called “Twenty-Two Cells 
in Nuremberg,” and which is published by Green- 
berg in New York. 

Prof. Ancel Keys, 44-year-old physiologist and 
medical scientist of the University of Minnesota 
and the Mayo Foundation, has just completed the 
most important investigation ever made of the 
physical, mental and other effects of semi-starva-

These examples could have been multiplied 
many times. 

The group includes a youthful brigadier-gen- 
eral in the Air Force, one of the world’s most 
eminent radio engineers—whose devices for 
jamming the enemy’s radar greatly aided in 
shortening the recent war, a plastic surgeon 
known from coast to coast, an oceanographer who 
headed a technical staff at the Bikini atom bomb 
explosions, a social scientist who is assistant di- 
rector of one of the great foundations, a rising 
member of the State Department, one of the ablest 
men in the young generation of American psy- 
chologists afid a brilliant woman metallurgist who 
has recently been granted her fourth patent. 

The important thing is that Professor Terman’s 
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group as a whole has vastly outdistanced in 
achievement any random group of the sameé sive. 
Akmost 90 per cent entered college and 70 per cent 
graduated—-both figures being, at*least, ten times 
the normal expectations. The number who have 
become college or university teachers (75), 
physicians (52), or lawyers (82), is in each case 
20 or 30 times what could normally be expected. 

By 1945 nearly three-fourths of the men were 
in a professional or higher business occupation. 
The average earned income of the men at that 
time was $4,700. Nearly 14 per cent of them were 
earning more than $10,000, and 8 per cent $15,000 
or more. 

By 1945 the members of the group had pub- 
lished a hundred books and monographs and some 
1500 scientific, scholarly or literary articles. They 
had taken out more than a hundred patents. 

These are just a few of the many interesting 
and important facts now given to the world by 
Professor Terman, Melita H. Oden and others, 
in a book, “The Gifted Child Grows Up,” pub- 
Kshed by the Stanford Press and the Oxford Uni- 
versity Press. It is the latest of four volumes; 
thrée of which deal with the California gifted 
group and one with the early mental development 
of 300 historical geniuses. 

By measurement of intelligence in childhood, 
adolescence, and at the thresho!d of adu't life, tak- 
ing into account personality, family and all the 
environmental conditions of the individual, a fair 
prediction of success or failure can be made. At 
any rate, the basic principles for such forecasting 
of the careers of gifted youngsters have been 
found and explained as never before. 

Perhaps the most significant chapter in the 
book is-the one which reads the records backward, 
so to speak, in order to discover what facts and 
circumstances, what test scores, traits ratings, 
case history information and other facts obtained 
during the childhood and youth of the subjects, 
distinguish the most successful from the least suc- 
cessful in Jater life. 

The Stanford study clearly shows that success 


in adult life depends upon intelligence, which is~- 


mainly inherited, upon traits of personality which 
can be observed and rated in childhood, upon a 
number of “constitutional” (bodily makeup) 
factors, and, in no small degree, upon family and 
other environmental influences, 

Professor Terman has given us a composite por. 
trait of the typical gifted child. The old notion 
that mental brilliance is freakish and goes with 
physical frailty or deficiency or temperamental 

unbalance has been ex- 
ploded by him. 

The typical gifted child 
is healthier and more ro- 
bust having more 
weight and height, width 
and strength--than the 
average child of the 
same age. Emotionally 
more stable, he is also 
socially better adjusted. 
As a rule he has many- 
sided interests and _tal- 
ents. 


The one-track genius 
is exceptional. Professor 
Terman warns against 
exhibiting a child who 
appears to be especially 
gifted in just one way. 
As exemplified by the 
much publicized case of 
William James. Sidis, 
about whom this maga 
zine published an article 
on September 17, 1944, 
prodigy-making by 
forced methods of train- 
ing and exhibiting of the 
“child wonder” is a sorry 
business. 

At the age of five Sidis 
had composed a book on 
anatomy, and worked 
out a method for cal- 

culating the date on which any day of the week 
had fallen during the past 10,000 years. 

As a boy of 11, he lectured before Harvard 
mathematicians on the Einstein theory. But 
while he was still in his teens he suffered a rapid 
deteriovation of his talent and personality, and 
cied miserably in his 46th year, 


MORE classic example of the child prodigy 

who was exhibited around and failed in later 
life was Zerah Colburn of Vermont. When he was 
nine years old he was asked how many seconds 
had elapsed since the Christian Era began— at that 
time a total of exactly 1813 years, seven -months 
and 27 days.

“97 254.384,000 seconds,” which was correct. But 
this intense, limited ability dwindled, and his de- 
veo” cent was damaged by exhibitions. He died a 
fail ce early in life. 

reve is harm, of course, when a gifted child 
is not Culy appreciated. Professor Terman’s studies 
hein to light the fact that the teachers in Cali- 
fornia schools almost always graded the gifted 
child much below his mental age and from one 
to three school grades below that in which he 
coi'td do satisfretory work. His exceptional 
abilities were often unrecognized and sometimes 
he was badly misunderstood. 

Held back and discouraged, such a child may 
become bored and acquire lazy habits. Parents can 
greatly ald the development of the bright child 
by understanding his nature and special needs. 

The trained psychologist can measure a child’s 


“er an adult’s mental age and compare it with the 


calendar age in terms of I. Q. scores. 

One who attains a 140 I. Q. or above is decided- 
ly gifted. Such children walk and talk and develop 
physically and mentally in all respects far ahead 
of the normal child. 

‘They are especially likely to begin to read 
earlier than the average child; at the age of four 
years and even earlier. 


NE of Professor Terman’s subjects, a girl, was 
able to read as well at the age of two years 
and six months as the average chi'd of seven. 

The favorite reading of one seven year-old boy 
was Gibbon’s “Rise and Fall of the Poman Em- 
pire.” Another (de Camp) read Darwin’s “Origin 
of Species” at this age. These bright youngsters 
read serious scientific and classical literature. 

Also they make more and bigger collections 
of stamps, coins, minerals and all sorts of things. 
Dr. Kelley, when Only a youngster, made astro- 
nomical studies and experiments. As a boy he 
learned stage magic and has been president of the 
Society of American Magicians. The gifted chil- 
dren take interest in many different things, sports, 
chess, encyclopedias, science, photography, music, 
movies, comics and what not. 

Gifted children were found among all racial 
groups, in both sexes; no community has a 
monopoly of genius. 

In America there’s greater opportunity given 
to persons of talent than elsewhere, Professor Ter- 
man points out. But even here a great deal more 
remains to be done to detect and make the most 
of potential talent. The Stanford University in- 
vestigations, which will continue, are bound to 
help in the mobilization, cultivation and utilization 
of the nation’s resources of genius, 
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horses. This seldom-quoted axiom of the 
turf was called to mind when a Canadian 
“breed improver” was jailed for a month recently 
for abandoning five race horses in an unheated 
barn at Aylmer, Quebec, in the dead of winter. 
Man’s inhumanity to the beast who served 
him so faithfully down through the ages is pro- 
verbial. For every Man o’ War or Exterminator 
who lives to a pampered old age, knee-deep in 
clover, there are ten cases of cruelty and neglect. 
A dozen years ago, the name “Jack Dempsey” 
hit the sports page headlines. It was in quotes 
because the story was about a race horse, not the 
fighter for whom he was named. 


| ‘a HORSEMAN is not necessarily a lover of 


“Jack Dempsey” had run at many of. the lead- 
ing American tracks in his prime. When he grew 
older’ and slower, he was shipped to Cuba where 
the standards. weren’t so high. 

After racing there for a while, he dropped out 
of sight. “The? story was that he had been sold 
to someone in Panama, last stop on the way out 
for a thoroughbred. Then, one day, an American 
horseman. in, Panama discovered “Jack Dempsey,” 
gaunt, shaggy, matted with burdocks, and tor- 
mented by swarms of mosquitoes, lying on the 
fringe of a dumping ground in Panama City. 

Having extracted the last ounce of usefulness 
out of the poor beast, the gypsy horseman who 
was his last owner had turned him loose to shift 
for himself under the sun of the tropics. A hu- 
mane officer sent a merciful bullet into the old 
plater’s brain and,ended his suffering.

oughbreds, however, one must go back almost a 
century, to Gravesend Bay, Brooklyn, where in 
November, 1854, the great sire, Abdallah, who 


won immort: ality by begetting Hambletonian 10, 


was found dead in a shed on the beach. 

Abdallah’s ancestry could be traced back with- 
out a blemish to the Darley Arabian, one of the 
three founding fathers of the thoroughbred family. 

Messenger, one of the Darley Arabian's de- 
scendants, was imported from England in 1788 in 
his eighth year and one of his offspring, Mam- 
brino, sired Abdallah in 1823. John Tredwell of 
Salisbury Palace, Queens County, bred Abdallah. 
From colthood up, Abdallah was as wild as his 
Arabian name suggests. 

His notoriously bad temper made him prac 
tically useless for anything but stud duty. But 
leading breeders in Orange County, that hotbed 
of trotting horses, considered the thoroughbred 
too nervous and lacking in mental balance to be 
a desirable sire. 

Today, trotting horse records prove that it was 
the breeders who were lacking in mental balance 
when they arrived at that conclusion. 

For, at the age of 25, Abdallah wrought a 
miracle that horsemen will never cease wondering 
at by serving a lame old brood mare known as 
the Bellfounder mare, in Chester, N. Y., and pro- 
ducing Hambletonian 10, the greatest trotting sire 
of all, times. 

Although Abdallah was a thoroughbred, at- 
tempts were made to break him to harness. Every 
effort along those lines were foiled when the 
spirited Arabian. kicked the slats out of the buck- 
board or sulky. 

During the 1830s, under the management of 
Isaac Snediker and Richard Morrell, he was 
booked for stud.in Long Island and New Jersey. 
In the winter of 1839.40, John W. Hunt of Lexing 
ton, Ky*, desirous of improving Kentucky's stock, 
sent an agent to New York to buy two stallions. 

This gentleman wrought well by closing a deal 
for Abdallah and Commodore, both sons of Mam- 
brino. There were no railroads to Kentucky in 
those days and the only way to ship a horse was 
either by wagon or on the hoof. Hunt's agent had 
his two stallions saddled and put two grooms 
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aboard them and sent them off to Kentucky over 
crude roads cut through the wilderness. 

Commodore stood up tnder the grueling jour- 
ney much better than his half brother, Abd@allah, 
who arrived lame and in poor condition. 

This circumstance, added to his ugly appear- 
ance, made Abdallah a complete flop in the eyes 
of his new owner. So, a year later when Mr. 
Hunt, who had paid $1, 000 for Abdallah, had a 
chance to sell him to a New York breeder for 
$1,365, he leaped at the opportunity. What Hunt 
didn’t Know was that by this time trotters sired 
by Abdallah back East were showing remarkable 
speed and his services were eagerly sought. 

so, back to New York, in March, 1841, Abdallah 
plodded through the mud and slush of early 
spring. During the next decade, he changed hands 
several times more. At the age of 26, he was kept 
at the famous Bull’s Head Stables (still standing) 
on East 24th St. near Third Ave. 

He had no patrons that year because Hamble- 
tonian 10, the foal who in later years was to in- 
sure Abdallah’s place for all time in the annals 
of the turf, had just arrived on the Scene. 

In 1850, William Simonson, a Brooklyn butcher 
who had owned a controlling interest in Abdallah 
during the most of his career now finished as a 
money earner, took over the old warrior and let 
him shift for himself in the fields around his 
home. Simonson finally tired of having him 
around the place and gave him to a farmer who 
agreed to provide a good home for him. 

The farmer didn’t keep his word long. Within 
a few months he sold Abdallah to a fish peddler 
who intended to hitch him to his cart. The peddler 
tried it only once. With all the fire of youth, Ab- 
dallah kicked the wagon into kindling wood. 

It was fun while the weather was mild and 
the 3l-year-old patriarch was able, with loosened 
teeth, to pluck luscious clover and marsh grass 
from the meadows around Gravesend Bay. 

One afternoon in ‘November, °1854, a rabbit 
hunter, passing an old shack, stopped out of 
curiosity and peered into the gloomy interior. The 
unearthly sight that confronted him sent a shiver 
through his body. Propped against the side of 
the shack, his forelegs in a hole.a yard deep and 
his body rigid in death, was the body of a horse. 

The hunter notified the authorities who identi- 
fied the grotesque creature as the great Abdallah.

ERE’S the story of a girl who was faithful 
to the end. The girl was from Oklahoma, 
and the man was an outlaw—not just an 

ordinary outlaw but the toughest of the tough. 

The outlaw was Emmett Dalton—one of the 
famous lead-slinging Daltons—-who would as soon 
plug you as to pick a cowslip. I am going to tell 
his love story, the first time it has ever been set 
down in print as a continuous narrative. 

But, first, a few cuff-notes about Emmett Dal- 
ton: He was born 32 miles from where Jesse James 
was born; his father gave him a horse that had 
belonged to Jesse James, and Emmett Dalton, as 
a lad, rode it up and down the country thinking 
of himself as a follower of the immortal Jesse. 

He learned to handle a gun almost as soon as 
he did a teething ring. He could shoot the eye out 
of a jaybird at 30 paces. 

Emmett was a “posseman” at the age of 16. 
That is, his brother was a United States marshal 
and appointed Emmett to guard the prisoners 
and that, exactly, Emmett did. 

Orie day, when he was jogging along an Okla- 
homa country road and. playing a mouth-harp 
with never a thought in mind, he passed a church 
from which came the sound of hymn singing. 

Emmett put up his mouth-harp and sat listen- 
ing. He was especially touched, for his mother 
was religious and had sung that very hymn. Tying 
his horse, he crept into the church—and saw a 
vision that lasted all his life. 


ULIA JOHNSON was the daughter of Tex-John- 

son who lived on a farm in the neighborhood. 
After services, he edged up and began to talk. She 
invited him to Sunday dinner and he accepted as 
quick as a hair-trigger. Old Tex had an organ 
and Julia played it. 

Emmett produced a mouth-harp and there was 
music in the Johnson home and in Emmett’s heart. 
Finally he had to ride away on his ‘‘posseman” 
work. He was 16 and Julia was 16. 

In no time he came back to see her. They were 
having a “box social” in the neighborhood where 
the boxes were put up to be auctioned off to the 
highest bidder. Julia put a secret mark on her 
picnic package and that settled that. 

The whole thing added up to the fact that Em- 
mett was falling deeper and deener into love. 
They were planning to have a big Fourth of July 
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“Thank Gad, I've Found You," Julia Said. " 
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celebration on the Caney River, in Oklahoma. 

The big attraction was a mule-power merry- 
go-round; that is, the mule plodded along and 
pulled the affair. The music was supplied by a 
fiddler sitting on a box in the middle of the merry- 
go-round. The thing went ’round and ’round and 
so did Emmett’s heart. 

But when the two got home Julia’s father and 
mother said that Julia could not go out again with 
Emmett. It was blighting news, but the two were 
equal to it. 

The house was a two-story affair; Julia slept 
upstairs over a porch, and near the porch was a 
maple tree. 

So they arranged for Emmett to give the call 
of the nighthawk, and that’s exactly what hap 
pened. Down the tree went Julia. 

The folks found out about it and said Julia 
would come to no good end. That shows how 
much old folks know about the ways of love. But 
Emmett Dalton was traveling with the wrong 
kind; although deputy sheriffs and U.S. marshals, 
they wefe, in reality, not much better than 
desperadoes themselves. 

Emmett’s brother was a VU. S. marshal and 
when time came to be paid there was red tape and 
the Government did not give him all his money. 
He was incensed, became moody and decided to 
turn in and get some quick money. 

He did, holding up a train. Emmett, who was 
tremendously influenced by his older brother, 
gave up being a “posseman” and began to “ride” 
with his brothers. 

There were four of them—the most dangerous 
family in the United States; they would shoot at 
the drop of a hat; sometimes wouldn’t wait till it 
dropped. A play was written about them; you have 
heard the phrase, “Curse you, Jack Dalton.” 

There was no member of the family named 
Jack; that was the outpourings of the playwriter, 
but it stemmed from the Dalton boys. So, little

by little, Emmett Dalton became a bandit. 

It was not long before there was a reward o 
$5,000 on his head, dead or alive. : 

One night the boys held up the train at Adair 
Oklahoma, and when they counted out the mone 
there was $17,000. 

But there was a catch, The boys rode away- 
and so did a posse, hot on their trail. 

‘Two days and nights the men rode, followec 
by the posse. ‘The whole country was so excitec 
that every time a leaf fluttered, so did an honest 
farmer’s heart. 


A REMARKABLE, a touching, a romantic thing 
happened. Julia heard that the Dalto 
brothers were headed for the Caney ford and the 
posse knew the boys were going to cross the rive 
at that point and were going to be mowed down. 

That night she went down the faithful maple 
and to the bunkhouse and put on her brother’s 
trousers, chaps and riding gear. Then to the stable 
and got out her own riding horse; then in the 
night Julia set off upon a ride of life and death. 

There was only one chance in a hundred tha 
she would be able to find Emmett, but it was 
worth taking and so she rode into the blackness 
of the night. 

Emmett and the members of his gang were 
riding as silently as they could, and not far from 
Claremore, Okla., the place later made famous 
by Will Rogers as his “home town.”

Suddenly they heard a rider in the night, and 
their hands went to their holsters automatically, 
for that was the way life was lived in the Outlaw 
Country at the time I write of. Emmett’s hand 
was upon his pistol, too, and his pistol was at 
level at the unknown rider. 

At this electric and terrifying moment, there 
came the call of a nighthawk. In a moment Julia 
was at Emmett’s side. 

“Thank God, I’ve found you,” she said. “Don’t 
go to the Caney ford.” 

“Why not?” 

“A posse is waiting. 

The men asked where she had got her informa- 
tion and she told them. The more they knew, the 
more sense it made. 

The bandits rode away a piece and there, in 
the night, on their horses, Emmett and Julia 
talked. There is no record of what they said; 
the chances are that it wasn’t about taxes. Then 
Emmett and Julia told each other good night, and 
Julia rode away. 

So did the Daltons but not to the Caney ford; 
if they had they would have been shot as full of 
holes as a chicken-wire fence. Instead they went 
to the Osage hills and escaped with their lives. 

Emmett continued to “ride.” Julia’s. parents 
wanted her to give him up. Her father threat- 
ened, her mother pleaded, but Julia could not be 
shaken in her love for wild Emmett Dalton. 

The gang began to plan the biggest, most spec- 
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tacular bank robbery ,in all American history. 
They were going to sweep down on Coffeyville, 
Kan., and rob not one bank but two. 

Jesse James, in his prime, had never dreamed 
of pulling off two bank robberieg at one and the 
same time. Jesse was. good in ‘.. line, too. He 
rose to the top in his speciality, but he never hit 
on the two-in-one idea. 

Emmett wanted to see Julia before he rode 
away. Word had got out that Julia was his sweet- 
heart and officers were watching her; some day 
he would come back and they would Knock off 
that $5,000. 

He rode to a hill which commanded a view of 
the farm, then got out a pair of field glasses he 
had fetched for that purpose. Everything seemed 
all right. 


HE two had agreed upon a secret signal when he 

wanted to return in the day time! No night- 
hawk call, then. He fired off his pistol three times 
in rapid succession. In a few minutes a white 
cloth was waved from Julia’s window. 

Emmett had about four hours with Julia. Old 
Tex Johnson had a reed organ which Julia began 
to play. Emmett leaned.his rifle against the wall, 
hauled out his harmonica and began to push air 
through it. What a scene that was! 

Old Tex came and looked at them; he seemed 
about to speak. Emmett’s heart fell like a ham 
in a smokehouse. But finally the old man thought 
better of it and did not forbid Julia to see Emmett. 

At last Emmett rode away, his rifle in his 
saddle holster and his heart in his throat. 

In a few days they swooped down on Coffey 
ville. The men had rehearsed it like a Park 
Avenue wedding, but by mere chance workmen 
were moving the hitchracks. ‘Trouble began. 

The men separated and went to the banks, as 
they had agreed upon, but a quick-thinking 
cashier said that the clock was set so the vault 


door Would not open for ten minutes. The 
bandits believed him. 

The door at that very moment was unlocked. 
That, cashier took a chance on his life. Word 
flew up and down the street that robbers were in 
town. A hardware store was opened and ‘rifles 
and ammunition passed out. In the jerk of a 
lamb’s tail, the citizens were whanging away. 

Emmett was filled as full of lead as a plugged 
nickel; indeed, he received 20 wounds. He was 
carried across the street to a drugstore... There 
he lay in the rear of the store. The people were 
so wrought up that a mob formed and wanted to 
lynch him! But the doctor who was waiting on 
him, persuaded them out of it. Eight men were 
killed in that raid. 

keimmett lay in a hotel room for five days, no 
one knowing whether or not he was going to live. 

The door opened—and it was the faithful Julia 
who never, never deserted him. 


N A stretcher he was taken to jail. As soon 

as he was well, he was tried and sentenced to 
life imprisonment. He hobbled away to prison on 
crutches. 

He was a good prisoner; in fact, so good a 
petition was started to pardon him, and that’s 
what happened. He spent 14% years and then 
came the news that he was a free man. He walked 
to the door--and there was Julia, the faithful, the 
never-failing, the always-dependable. 

One year later they were married. 

They went to Los Angeles where he entered 
the contracting business, but his fame went with 
him. The movies wanted to make a picture about 
the Dalton brothers, and so Emmett was engaged 
as a scenario writer. No doubt Emmett longed 
for the days of the nighthawk call instead of the 
call from the head of the story department. 

Finally, in 1937, he died. He and Julia had 29 
years of contented and peaceful married life. Once 
he celebrated their wedding anniversary by hav- 
ing two bullets taken out of him. 

No children came to bless their home, but hap- 
piness did. His love never wavered from that 
first day he had seen her sitting at the organ 
jm the country church, 

His widow died in Los Angeles two years ago

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N THE 18th of April, 

1775, Sexton Robert 
Newman locked the doors 
of Boston’s Old North 
Church against the British 
and, carrying two lanterns, 
climbed up the creaking 
stairs to give the signal that 
started Paul Revere on his 
famous ride. 

Today, on the 173rd anni- 
verSary of that historic 
event, the doors of the 
church are in danger of be- 
ing locked again—this time 
against thousands of visit- 
ing Americans who regard 
it, properly, as a national 
shrine. 

The Rev. Charles Russell 
Peck, vicar, and Robert M. 
Winn, custodian, of the 
Christ Church of Boston, 
“Old North’s” proper name, 
spoke of the danger regret- 
fully. 

“We are hoping and pray- 
ing that we can keep the 
church open to the public,” 
the vicar said. “But there 
is a problem of maintenance 
and finance involved, and 
we have to face it.” 


Contrary to general be- . 


lief, the church where the 
lanterns were to proclaim 
“one if by land, and two if 
by sea,” belongs to a con- 
gregation, the size of which 
has dwindled until today 
some 22 families are left to 
attend services and help to 
pay for the upkeep. There 
have been several offers of 
financial assistance from 
the state or the nation but 
these have been refused. 
“After all,” explained Mr. 
Winn, “it’s our church and 
it’s been the house of wor- 
ship for some of these fami- 


lies since 1723. Any gov- 
ernment assistance would 
be like the intrusion of an 
outsider. 

“We can keep the church 
open as a house of worship, 
on a modest scale, but as a 
shrine—”’ 

It costs money to keep 
the church opened, clean 
and available to _ visitors. 
There is no charge for ad- 
mission. Touring Amer- 
icans are led through the 
old structure, guided to the 
stairway, and permitted to 
follow the path Sexton New- 
man took “to hang a lantern 
aloft in the belfry arch.” 

They are shown the rear 
window through which New- 
man escaped when the Brit- 
ish saw the signal lights and 
began hammering at the 
front door, They inspect 
the old pews, in one of 
which Paul Revere used to 
kneel. And then they are 
free to leave, after a glance 
at the world-famous “Vine- 
gar Bible,” given to the 
church in 1733 by King 
George II, and so called be- 
cause a printer set the 
wrong letters in reporting 
the parable of the vineyard. 


N the rush of this sight- 

seeing schedule, most of 
the visitors do not have 
time to pause and buy a 
booklet giving the history 
of the church, and of the 
rides made by Paul Revere, 
William Dawes and Dr. 
Prescott to warn the Mid- 
diesex farmers that the 
British were coming. 

The booklets are import- 
ant in the campaign to keep 
the church open to the pub- 


lic, because money raised by 
their sale is used to pay for 
caretakers and to remove 
fire hazards. 

Money supplied by infre- 
quent bequests and the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church 
has made it possible to re- 
store the original steeple, 
blown down fn 1804. 

General Gage, command- 
ing the British forces in 
1775, climbed the steeple, 


according to accepted re-

That same morning, Friday, Jan. 10, 1902, she 
applied for the job: It was not the sort of work 
she aspired to, exactly; she hoped one day to 
be a singer or actress. But, as her mother re- 
marked, it was a job. 

On Saturday there was a post card for her 
in the mail. It stated: 

“Miss Fuller: In answer to yours in response 
to my advt., kindly call at the Popular Restau- 
rant, 55 Geary St., and inquire for Mr. John Ben- 
nett, at 1 o’clock. If you can’t come at 1, come 
a Gg. J. B.” ) 

The card having arrived too late for the 
1 o'clock meeting, Nora left at about 5, dressed

in her best outfit and carrying some money her 
mother had given her for groceries. 

“Be sure and tell him you've had lots of ex- 
perience with babies,” Mrs. Fuller reminded her 
as she went off munching an apple. 

Shortly after 6, Nora telephoned to say that 
she would not be coming home because Mr. Ben- 
nett had hired her and wanted her to start work 
at once. 

“T’m at Mr. Bennett’s home now, at 1500 Geary 
St.,” she told her brether Louis, who had taken 
the call. 

Louis informed his mother, busy in the kitchen, 
and she exclaimed, “You tell her to come home 
and go to work Monday! What’s that child think- 
ing of? She’s got on her best dress and no change 
with her! 

“And tell her to bring home those groceries!” 

Louis. relayed these orders. “All right,’’ Nora 
replied. “Tell mama I'll bring them.” 

3ut she did not show up. 

On Sunday morning, Mrs. Fuller consulted the 
telephone directory. She could find no John 


3ennett listed as living anywhere on Geary St. 

“They probably just moved there,” she de- 
cided. “I do hope Mrs. Bennett will give her some 
aprons to protect her dress.” 

Monday...No news. 

Tuesday...Mrs. Fuller went to 1500 Geary st., 
and discovered that it was a vacant lot. Nora 
must have been mistaken about the address... 

On Wednesday, the 15th, she called at the 
Mission st. police station. 

“My daughter, Nora, 15 years old, has dis- 
appeared,” she reported. “I would like to locate 
a Mr. John Bennett, who has a baby. He hired 
my daughter to take care of the baby, and now 
I can’t find out where she is.” 

The officer on duty asked some questions, and 
wrote down the answers: 


ORA FULLER. Aged 15. Born Eleanor Maude 

Parline, in China. In 1890, following death of 
father, mother married W. W. Fuller, later di- 
vorced him. Nora attended St. Rose’s Academy, 
then Crocker School. Dutiful, generous-hearted 
daughter. Interested in stage. Had written a 
theatmical agency, stating modestly that she had 
a “fairly good” piano voice. 

As a matter of routine, a detective visited the 
Popular Restaurant and inquired about Bennett. 

The proprietor, F. W. Krone, recalled that a 
long-time customer had asked him to send a girl 
to his table if she came in asking for John Ben- 
nett. “‘He’d been eating here for five years,” said 
Krone, “but I’d never heard his name before. Not 
the sociable type, I’d say.” 
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What had happened? 

“He sat facing the entrance,” Krone replied. 
“He seemed impafient. Finally got up, paid his 
bill, and went outside. I could see him pacing up 
and down.” 

The detective asked what the man looked like. 

He was about 40, Krone and others said; fairly 
short and heavy set. Wore a mustache. Dressed 
well. Seldom engaged anyone in conversation. 

“Around here we had a nickname for him,” 
said Krone. “We called him “Tenderloin,’ because 
that was the only portion of a steak he’d eat.” 

Now a week passed. No progress. 

“Girls are always running away these days,” 
a police officer told Mrs. Fuller. “You'll probably 
hear from Nora before long.” . 

“She wasn’t that kind!” the mother sobbed. 

The officer shrugged. “Happens all the time.” 


PRESENTLY what seemed to the police to be 

a new mystery developed. 

Early in January a man had called at the 
office of Umbson & Co., real estate agents, and 
said that he wished to rent a certain small white 
house on Sutter St. As he seemed to be “not quite 
a gentleman,” an assistant had asked him what 
references he could give. 

“I’m a newcomer in town,” he had replied. 
“I don’t know agsoul in San Francisco.” 

“That makes it difficult,” he was told. “How- 
ever, if you are willing to sign a lease and pay 
a month’s rent in advance, I think it can be 
arranged without much difficulty.” 

“That would be all right with me,” ‘said the 
man, and the lease was signed on the spot. He 
gave his name as C. B. Hawkins; said he was 
staying with his wife at the Golden West hotel. 

“I’d like to have you put the place in order 
right away,” he added, as he pocketed the keys 
and left. 

Two weeks later, on Jan. 22, the agents learned 
that Mr. Hawkins and his wife had never 
moved in! 

A phone call to the Golden West hotel only 
heightened the mystery, for the hotel reported 
to the detectives that no one named Hawkins had 
ever registered there. 

“Must have been some mistake about the name 
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of the hotel,” said Umbson. “Well, the fellow paid 
a full month’s rent, and it’s his house, whether 
he occupies it or not.” 

The month expired on Feb. 8. That afternoon, 
William Dean, a clerk of the company, went to 
the Sutter St. house to inspect the premises pre- 
paratory to restoring it to the rental lists. 

He found the window shades down, papers 
and dust blowing about the front steps and porch. 
His knocks getting no response, he unlocked the 
door and walked in. 

As he moved from room to room downstairs, 
he observed no furnishings of any kind. The only 
alien article he saw was an empty whisky bottle 
in a front room. 

He mounted the stairs. 

All the upper doors opened on empty rooms. 
All but one. 


T THE rear of the hall was a very small room 

which Dean, as he admitted later, almost forgot 
to look into. The door to this room, unlike all 
the other doors in the house, was closed. 

Dean pushed it open, stood there stupefied for 
a moment, then raced down the stairs and into 
the street. , 

“There’s something dreadfully wrong in that 
white house back there!” he gasped to a _ police 
officer. “It was so dark I couldn’t see very well. 
But there’s a girl on the bed, and I saw some 
bright object on the floor.” é 

The officer accompanied him back. He rolled 
up the window shade, letting the pale winter light. 

Nora Fuller lay there, unclothed. Her long 
hair cascaded over the pillow. The “bright object” 
on the floor was her. gaily colored shirtwaist: 

Her suit lay folded over the back of a chair; 
her hat, shoes and underwear had been placed 
on the chair and she was dead. 

* * ” 

Examination showed that Nora had _ been 
struck over the head, then manually strangled. 
The body also bore numerous knife wounds. 

Later, the autopsy disclosed bits of undigested 
apple, indicating that death had occurred within 
a couple of hours of her leaving her home. The 
police said there was no criminal assault. 

Detectives noted that the entire furnishings— 
all in the death room—consisted of a second-hand 
bed, a second-hand mattress, two sheets, a quilt, 
and a chair. 

These articles, it developed, had been pur- 
chased on Jan. 7 and 8 at neighborhood stores, 
where the description of the buyer tallied with 
the descriptions of “Hawkins” and the man who 
had awaited Nora at the restaurant. 
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Letters from neighborhood merchants, all ad- 
dressed to “Mrs, C. B,. Hawkins,” were found in 
the house. The tradesmen explained that the 
name had been placed on their mailing lists at 
Hawkins’ request. 

One letter, dated Jan. 21, was found in the 
pocket of Nora’s suit. Today we can suspect that 
this letter was planted there after the story broke, 
rather than that the murderer came back 10 days 
after his crime. 

Another bit of evidence that might have been 
planted was a piece of newspaper which carried 
an address label directed to the exchange editor 
of the Railroad Employees Journal in San Fran- 
cisco. The date of the paper: Thursday, Jan. 9. 

Captain of Detectives John Seymour, who found 
the clew days after the initial search of the house, 
hastened to the office of the Railrozd Employees 
Journal. As a convention of railway men was 
then in progress in the city, the place was run- 
ning over with delegates. Soon Seymour located 
the exchange editor. 

The editor’s story was that he had tossed the 
paper to one side to be looked over later. 

A delegate remembered that he had picked up 
the paper, thinking it a San Francisco daily, and 
taken it to dinner with him. He had left it on 
the dinner table. 

At Dennett’s restaurant, the steward recalled 
finding the paper on the table and turning it 
over to the cashier. 

The cashier had laid it on one side, then seen 
no more of it. 

That ended that. 

At the inquest, what was described as a “sur- 
prise witness” appeared and injected a new note 
into the case. 


5 hacer witness, Madge Graham, a 17-year-old friend 
of Miss Fuller, said that Nora had frequently 
spoken to her of a friend named Bennett. 

Miss Graham suggested that the nursemaid ad. 
vertisement had been simply a trick to deceive 
the girl’s mother. - 

She asserted that Nora more than once had 
left her home to telephone some man friend. One 
day, also, Nora had asked her to tell Mrs. Fuller 
that they were going to the theatre together, 


when actually Nora had gone with a man. 

Miss Graham's testimony could not be sub- 
stantiated. 

The coroner’s jury recommended that the gov- 
ernor offer a reward of $5,000 for the discovery 
and apprehension of the criminal. 

Tips began to pour into headquarters. Nu- 
merous “suspects” were arrested and released. 
Among the letters that arrived was one from a 
person who dearly wished to possess one lock 
of Nora’s hair. 

A dentist excitedly telephoned that the Fuller 
Slayer was in his office, a captive. It turned out 
that this “suspect,” after. sniffing a draft of 
laughing gas, had shouted, “Yes, I murdered the 
girl and I’m glad you have captured me!” 

Presently it became time to return Nora’s 
effects to her mother. But this could not be done 
because all the articles found in the death room 
had been appropriated by souvenir hunters, 


NEXT the investigators decided they’d caught 
onto something in the following: 

On Jan. 18, a newspaper had carried a notice 
saying that one Charles B. Hadley, a clerk, had 
been missing from his place of employment and 
from his lodgings for several days. 

Hadley, something of a sport in a cheap sort 
of way, had been living with a girl named Ollie 
in a drab hotel on Ellis St. Ollie said she had not 
seen him since the 16th, when he had phoned to 
break a dinner date. On that same day, he had 
left his office at the usual time—and not been 
seen since. 

Ollie, as it happened, possessed a photograph 
of Hadley, inscribed with his signature. Accord- 
ing to Theodore Kytka, a handwriting expert, the 


writing very strongly resembled the Hawkins sig- 
nature on the house lease. 

A police artist painted a mustache on the 
yhoto of the clean-shaven Hadley, also a silk plug 
iat, which Bennett-Hawkins had worn. ‘This was 
shown to various witnesses with inconclusive re- 
sults. 

The real estate agent thought it bore “a 
marked resemblance.” A _ furniture salesman 
called it an exact likeness. An expressman said 
Hawkins and Hadley must have been the same 
man, but Krone, the restaurant owner, asserted 
positively that the picture did not at all resemble 
the man who had awaited Nora. 


OU, who seemed fo be having a fine time 
basking in all the publicity, now came through 
with the revelation that the vanished Hadley had 
owned a collection of false. mustaches, which he 
sometimes—one at a time—-wore in public. 

Egged on to furnish further details in con- 
nection with Hadley, Ollie made this statement: 

“T now recall that after the disappearance of 
Nora Fuller, Charlie made a practice of getting 
up early in the morning and taking the morning 
paper to the bathroom to read. 

“On the day of his disappearance, he followed 
this practice. After he left the house I found the 
newspaper in the bathroom, and I noticed a long 
article about the disappearance of Nora Fuller. 

“It was evident that his mind was greatly dis- 
turbed on this morning. I think he must have 
seen a startling headline, because he dropped his 
paper and spilled his coffee. 

“The next day I was making up my laundry, 
and at the very bottom of the pile of soiled 
clothing I found some of his garments which 
had blood on them. I burned them and also his 
plug hat. . 

“It is well known that Hadley is partial to 
porterhouse steak and that he eats only the 
tenderloin. 

“IT confess that I suspect he committed the 
murder.” 

Captain Seymour had circulars printed bear- 
ing Hadley’s photograph, handwriting and de- 
scription. Some of the things said about «the 
suspect were: 
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“Associated with a woman not his wife during 
one year prior to his disappearance. Resided in 
lodging houses located in questionable portions 
of the city. Drank heavily at times, often remain- 
ing drunk for a week. Ate at restaurants and 
always had his meals cooked to order, avoiding 
the general bill of fare. 

“Generally ate beefsteak, and would never 
[sic] eat the tenderloin portion of the steak. Was 
fond of salads and fried chicken. Always carried 
a newspaper in his coat pocket. Sometimes wore 
false mustaches and had them made to his order.” 

But no trace whatever could be found of 
Charlie Hadley, or John Bennett, or C. B. Haw- 
kins. 

Nor were any fingerprints found on the whisky 
bottle left in the front room of the Sutter St. 
house because fingerprinting did not come into 
use until four years later. The bottle, which might 
have solved the case, landed in a convenient ash 
can, 

By way of postscript, two more matters must 
be included in this story of San Francisco’s most 
notable mystery. 

In 1890, Nora’s father, Parline, had been first 
engineer of the Chinese steamer, Tai Wo. 


NE summer night, while the vessel was docked 

in San Francisco, he went out on deck 
for a breath of air. It was windless and hot, 
and all was quiet aboard the ship. 

Parline (his wife had gone ashore) sat down 
on a chair to enjoy a pipeful of tobacco. 

A few minutes later a messenger went in 
search. of him. 

Parline was nowhere to be found. He had 
vanished. No trace of him ever was uncovered— 
except the pipe he had been smoking, and which 
lay still burning in his chair. 

Item 2— : 

In Nora Fuller’s purse, in the pocket of her 
suit, officers had found a calling card bearing 
the name “Mr. M. A. Severbrink,” and the man’s 
home city, Port Arthur, South Manchuria, then 
in the. possession of Russia. 

Much later, the San Francisco police learned 
that a man named Severbrink had embarked as 
a passenger on a ship which sailed for China 
on the very same day that Nora died. 

Some accounts say that the ship sailed several 
hours before she left her home to keep that 
6 o’clock rendezvous. Others say the. ship sailed 
at midnight.
